PRECINCT ATTENDED 
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BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


In 1974, the economic nightmare of concurrent inflation 
and recession, popularly known as ''stagflation'', continued to 
erode the expectations and pinch the pocketbooks of the entire 
spectrum of economic life of the Town of Natick, from private 
citizen and commercial interests to the municipal government. 


Triggered by the Middle East oil embargo, but also caused 
by shortages in raw materials and farm products, among other 
factors, the current inflationary surge is demonstrating pre- 
cious little respect for traditional methods to combat it; in 
fact the current spiral in costs has sent economists and eco- 
nomic planners scurrying to restudy the basic tenets of their 
fields of discipline and to rethink and reformulate effective 
policies to deal with it. 


Certainly the Federal government's policy of fine-tuning 
the economy by raising the cost of money (interest rates) for 
almost every purpose, from buying a house to buying a piece 
of farm equipment, was not only heavy-handed and totally in- 
effective, it also introduced, or at least contributed mightily 
to greatly increased unemployment in the economy which in turn, 
deepend into a real recession and stagnation of the produc- 
tivity and growth of the economy. How? By raising interest 
rates, and with the cost of everything else rising, employers 
(producers) have lowered their investment in new plant and 
equipment and/or have cut back their economic activity thus 
becoming less productive as their existing means and methods 
of production become less efficient. 


Because an unacceptably high proportion of the labor 
force has a drastically reduced capacity to consume, caused 
by unemployment, and many others have seen the real purchas- 
ing power of their dollars diminished by inflation, consumers 
are purchasing fewer automobiles, steaks, and other goods, 
thus contributing to the woes of producers. 


Therefore, the current economic situation, composed of 
the traditionally opposing but now united economic ills of 
inflation and unemployment, has eroded the expectations of 
the vast majority of persons that conditions will appreciably 
improve in the immediate future. It also goes without saying 
that the buying power of everyone has been severely strained. 
Because the Town of Natick is not involved in the initiation 
ormeconomic policys for the. country,\ nore ishditydn, any, posiitdon 
to influence the other factors causing our economic ills, such 
as the current shortage of raw materials, the Town can only 
attempt to respond in an effective manner to current condi- 
tions in order to better its position. The various economic 
sectors of Natick including private individuals, commercial, 
and municipal government have been doing just this during 
1974, both individually and collectively. 
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In the private sector, most residents are delaying or 
abandoning the purchase of costly items, are not taking vaca- 
tions or are taking them closer to home, and, in general, are 
trimming their consumption of both essential and non-essential 
goods and services. 


The business and commercial sector has attempted to meet 
its rising costs and lagging demand by such methods as con- 
solidating, reducing, or closing down operations, and by of- 
fering items at discounted prices before holidays, princi- 
pally before Christmas. 


In explaining the response of Natick town government to 
the current economic crisis, one should remember that all 
municipal governments offer various basic services to its 
citizens, such as education, and fire protection, among many 
others, for which it levies charges, principally in the form 
of taxes. During the 1974 Annual and Special Town Meetings, 
town meeting members generally agreed with the stance of the 
Finance Committee on most cost items, including an appropria- 
tion to purchase property off Bacon Street for construction 
of a new school to replace the Bacon, Murphy and Felchville 
Schools. 


The majority of taxpayers of the Town, already burdened 
by inflation and unemployment, and fearful of another round 
of tax increases, petitioned the Board of Selectmen for a 
referendum on Town Meeting approval of the purchase of the 
Bacon Street land, using a seldom-invoked section of the 1938 
special legislation authorizing such action by the voters of 
the Town. 


They decisively rescinded the action of Town Meeting in 
appropriating funds and authorizing the purchase of the Bacon 
Street property, and that rescission has been interpreted as 
a demand that the costs of municipal government in Natick, as 
elsewhere, must be held at their current levels or reduced, 
where possible, and that the functions and operations of 
government must become more efficient and more responsive to 
the desires and intentions of the people who are served by it. 


The costs of local government, with some exceptions, may 
be characterized as (1) operating expenses, and (2) salaries. 
In line with the current mood of austerity and economy, the 
Finance Committee is critically scrutinizing the operating 
expense portion of each budget in an attempt to hold 1975-76 
budgeted expenses at the same or lower levels than that estab- 
lished for the period 1974-75. 


The Board of Selectmen,’ who is responsible for negotiat- 
ing and executing collective bargaining agreements with most 
employees of the Town, save school personnel and a small num- 
ber of non-union Town employees, must balance, in some manner, 
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the demand of the Town for austerity and economy with the 
intent of the union employees to at least equate the rate of 
salary increase with the current rate of inflation. 


While expense budgets are determined finally by a Town 
Meeting, from which there is no recourse, employees who bar- 
gain collectively do have a recourse which can lead, ulti- 
mately, to binding arbitration, binding on both the employees 
and the Town. 


Thus, the Board of Selectmen will entertain union pro- 
posals for salary increases and additional fringe benefits 
with a good deal of study and analysis; however, the Board 
will conduct negotiations in an attempt to reach agreement 
with the employees involved, since the effects on the Town 
of binding arbitration from both financial and employer- 
employee relation considerations can be debilitating. The 
Town should realize that the employees organized in collec- 
tive bargaining groups are well informed as to their rights 
and the obligations of the Town, and that many of these 
groups are supported, both legally and financially, by dis- 
trict and international organizations. 


In any program to reduce the cost of municipal services, 
a significant curtailment of the cost of that most expensive 
of services, education, remains in doubt. Because the Town 
Meeting is very limited in its ability to vote reductions in 
both the salaries and expense portions of the school budget, 
the taxpayers of the Town must rely on the elected members 
of the School Committee, who must confront and solve con- 
flicts between the wishes of a majority of the taxpayers and 
the requirements of a myriad of legislation, including col- 
lective bargaining. 


We have referred to various State laws regarding col- 
lective bargaining and other matters above, and it is once 
again time to chide the General Court for its continuing pen- 
chant for enacting much legislation which is costly, unre- 
sponsive, and, in some cases inexplicable. 


In addition, during 1974, there has been a further di- 
minution in the authority of the Town to control its own 
affairs. For example, the licensing and general supervision 
of day care centers has been taken from the Board of Health 
and placed within the expanding bureaucracy of State govern- 
ment. 


We commend and continue our support of Representatives 
Wateneburke and Louis Nickinello in their efforts to reverse 
Grateeast contain this long-term: trend: 


The Board also lauds the efforts of the Massachusetts 
Selectmen Association and the Massachusetts League of Cities 
and Towns as they continue to lobby for legislation that is 


in the best interests of the cities and towns of the Common- 
wealth, and also for their assistance in supplying information 
and recommendations as to the most efficious manner in which 
to implement legislated requirements. 


The Chairman of the Board of Selectmen has begun service 
on the Advisory Board to review the county budget, although 
itis theropinion of then Boards that! the states budget deserves 
at least as much surveillance as does the budget of each 
county. Although the County Advisory Board possesses little 
authority, it can provide a measure of publicity during its 
deliberations, which will serve to provide information to the 
taxpayers of each county. 


In contrast to the continuing trend of the Massachusetts 
General Court to concentrate authority in the state, away 
from the cities and towns, the Federal government is extend- 
ing, albeit in fits and starts, its policy of ateleasitepare 
tial federalism. A program of community development block 
grants will be distributed to various cities and towns in the 
near future, and the Board of Selectmen has designated a com- 
mittee to establish priority projects for funding under this 
program. The Town's application should be completed and sub- 
mitted in the early part of 1975. 


The Town, however, in receiving general and special re- 
venue sharing funds directly from the Federal government, must 
now comply with Federal requirements in order to ensure that 
that source of funds will continue. For example, the Town is 
required to complete lengthy and complex forms containing in- 
formation for the Federal government, upon penalty of jeo- 
pardizing the receipt of revenue sharing funds. In addition, 
the provisions of the Fair Labor Standards Act have been ex- 
tended to cover municipal employees, with all the rules, regu- 
lations, and requirements of that legislation. The Occupational 
Safety and Health Act, which requires drastic and expensive 
improvements in the safety of working conditions, will soon 
apply to all cities and towns. 


Because of the current economic situation in which the 
Town finds itself, the Board of Selectmen has attempted to 
inform you of the response of the municipal government of 
Natick to that situation, and also to advise you of the expand- 
ing role of State and Federal government (some would say inter- 
ference) in the affairs of the Town. A recitation of the num- 
ber of licenses issued, or the number of public hearings held, 
seems, when compared to the critical economic position of many 
people, trivial and rather insignificant. 


We are of the opinion that the basic obligations. and 
operations of the Selectmen's office are administered effi- 
ciently by Executive Secretary A. Russell Harris, Jr., and 
are carried out in a similar manner by the office staff. We 
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recognize and commend the performance of both our appointees 
and the other elected and appointed Town officials during

CHAIRMAN'S REPORT 


The Natick Public Schools has concluded a year that has 
had many challenges and problems. Yet, educationally speak- 
ing, it has been a good year. Chapter 766, which provides 
additional services for children having special needs, was 
mandated by the legislature. Ad- 
ditional laws regulating personnel, 
pupils and programs are either pend- 
ing or are being prepared. The com- 
mittee is aware of and is complying 
with new procedures and policies, 
while still maintaining a quality edu- 
cation to the youth of our community. 


Today's culture with its changing 
"life-style'' poses many questions. 
Education in Natick is big business 
with an annual budget exceeding 
$11,000,000. In order to adequately 
set policy the committee recently 
voted two formal meetings a month 
Chavunan Gath E. Cosgrove, which are open to the public. It 

Ed.D. could be stated that these two meet- 
ing represent only ''the tip of the iceberg''. Budget analysis, 
collective bargaining, student advisory groups, evaluation of 
personnel, transportation, school building needs, minimal 
class loads, the energy crisis are among some activities why 
it was necessary to schedule additional meetings. 


The new school bus contract went into effect together 
with a coordinator of transportation. Our professional staff 
of teachers and administrators have made many recommendations 
to the School Committee concerning learning activities. In- 
novative programs such as the max-education, team teaching, 
alternative education, open classroom, a house plan for the 
high school, vocational education are but a few of the educa- 
tional policies that have been acted upon to provide a modern, 
competitive educational program for all students. 


Utilization of the Maria Hayes Home, recycling programs, 
computerizing the business department, a school census taken 
cooperatively by the town and the school department, and study- 
ing the possibility of a regional occupational program reflect 
the awareness of the need to constantly seek superior ways to 
meet the educational needs of our community. 


As Chairman, | have enjoyed the challenges of the past 
year, but must reluctantly leave both the chair and the com- 
mittee itself. In my 27 years of service to the Natick Schools 
as both an administrator and member of the School Committee, 
| have enjoyed my contact with all school personnel, the cen- 
tral office administrators and fellow members of the School 
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‘Committer. The pressure of my professional responsibilities 
combined with the increased work schedule of the School Com- 
mittee has brought me to this decision. 


| am confident that the committee, with new faces and 
perspectives will continue to effectively serve the people 
of Natick as have the committees of the past.

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SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Each year brings with it, a new set of problems and chal- 
lenges to those who are charged with the responsibility of 
administering public education. 


By far, the greatest challenge to, and impact on educa- 
tion in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts felt in many years, 
both locally and statewide, is that 
which comes as a result of implementa- 
tion of the new special education law 
"Chapter 766". This law directly af- 
fects all phases of school operation 
(transportation, business, staffinge 
salaries and wages, facilities; eequs 
Throughout the past years, the Natick 
Public Schools have developed an out- 
standing program for children with 
special needs; consequently, it hasn't 
been extremely difficult to enlarge 
this program.

We can no longer think of this 


legislation in terms of "probable impact" and "estimated 
costs''. The law is now in effect, and has the mechanism to 
enforce compliance. The added costs of Chapter 766 are a 
reality with which we must now deal. A good deal of time 

and effort has been expended by the Director of Pupil Per- 
sonnel Services, who has worked long and hard to make recom- 
mendations for needed additional staff which will allow us to 
both comply with the law and have the least financial burden. 
The result is what we feel is a sincere effort to provide for 
the education of students with special needs as economically 
and efficiently as possible. 


Request for new positions in the ongoing instructional 
program have been kept to a minimum in the current budget. 
There is, however, a need to constantly upgrade the types and 
quality of educational services to 
provide our students with the best 
education possible, to enable them 
to successfully compete in a modern 
society. 


A high priority item in our 
schools is that of career educa- 
tion. The staff is developing 
ways to take advantage of the many 
valuable human and physical re- 
sources that are available in our 
community. People of all walks of

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life are being invited into the schools to translate their 
careers and lives to our students. Schools must continually 
coordinate the academic curriculum with the work-related world 
in which we live. 


Modern educational changes have not altered our responsi- 
bility for providing students with an instructional program 
that places emphasis on the acquisition of basic skills and 
knowledge. One's ability to read is highly correlated to 
success in school. Reading is essential for learning and 
equally valuable in occupational preparation. It is also a 
source of pleasure and a skill that has useful application 
for a lifetime. 


During this school year an adjunct to the reading program 
featuring community involvement in Natick's Elementary Schools 
has become a reality. In the fall a campaign was started to 
enlist the services of people to become Natick Elementary 
School Reading Volunteers. In January, sixty volunteers, 
ranging in age from nineteen to seventy-five, met at Memorial 
School to start a training program, which took place over a 
period of four days. The volunteer training was conducted 
by the Reading Department. The volunteers were taught many 
ways to help children develop reading skills. By the end 
of January, the volunteers were in the classrooms working 
with teachers, and reinforcing the work that had been intro- 
duced to the children. 


To develop an enjoyment of reading and to enrich the 
lives of our children are the main objectives of our Reading 
Volunteers. We also hope to help the children develop posi- 
tive attitudes about themselves through their successes in 
reading and through their relationships with our volunteers. 


Our curriculum is characterized by unity, balance, flexi- 
bility and articulation. Learning experiences are individual- 
ized with opportunities for students to select alternatives. 
The educational programs are designed in terms of the follow- 
ing premises: 


1. Recognition of individual differences. 
2. Acceptance of realistic goals. 

3. Provisions for innovation and change. 
4h. Expansion of student activities. 

Br. Implementation with evaluation. 


During the past year, several useful research studies 
have been completed. The findings are being evaluated for 
possible adoption. They include: 


1. Organization sub-division of our high school students 
into smaller administrative segments known as ''houses''. 
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2. Concern for student drop-outs: examining causes and 


remedies. 
3. Proposals for alternative programs of instruction. 


At the present time, the towns of Natick, Needham, Welles- 
ley and Dedham. have coritributed members appointed by the town 
moderators to the formation of a committee to study the pos- 
sibility of the development of an occupational educational 
facility which will serve the four towns. 


The following educational highlights exemplify changes 
in our curriculum and instruction: 


1. Expansion of health education. 

. Adoption of new and varied semester courses. 

3. Availability of more federally funded programs in 
library services, occupational education and for 
children in need of tutorial assistance. 

4, Providing foreign language and algebra instruction 
at the eighth grade level. 


5 Extension of computer services for educational pur- 
poses. 

6. Introduction of a parent-volunteer program. 

7 Greater use of instructional media, including edu- 
cational television and video-tape. 

8 Augmentation of our educational facilities through 


the use of the Maria Hayes property. 
9. Acceleration of our in-service training programs. 


We acknowledge the assistance and cooperation of many in 
the development of our educational programs. 


In the present time of economic crisis, education must 
be continually evaluated on a priority basis. Programs must 
be effective and efficient. It ts the responsibility) ofa 
those who are engaged in education in the Town of Natick to 
do everything possible to achieve this effectiveness and ef- 
Fictency. 


During the past year there was a 10% turnover in the 


teaching staff representing 48 new teachers. This is almost 
identical to the change in staff for themvyeanmeuoy/oe It appears 
that the turnover rate is leveling off at this percentage. The 


number of applicants for teaching positions remains very high, 
approximately 5000 during 1974. Selecting competent staff 
members is facilitated by the abundance of candidates. How- 
ever, selecting so few from among so many candidates is dif- 
Ficult. The vast majority of candidates cannot be interviewed. 
Only those who show the most promise for success from their 
credentials. As a general policy, all candidates whomtresiae 

in Natick are granted interviews. Ten Natick residents were 
hired for teaching positions in 1974. 
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Chapter 766, the new special education law, has had a 
dramatic effect on staffing requirements. The addition of 
resource rooms in each school in which specialists trained 
to work with children who are learning disabled, emotionally 
disturbed or mentally or physically handicapped will require 
many additional staff members. Through the use of "up front’! 
funding from the state the positions of 6 resource teachers, 
1 speech therapist, 1] social worker and 1 CORE evaluation 
facilitator have been filled this year. 


Another law, Chapter 622, will have an impact on program 
and staffing patterns for the future. This legislation man- 
dates that no group be discriminated against in its opportuni- 
ties to participate in various school programs. For example, 
courses that have traditionally been offered for boys such as 
industrial arts must now be open for girls. Equal athletic 
opportunities must be provided for both sexes. In staff re- 
cruiting affirmative action must be taken to avoid discrimina- 
POY etl lene 


Three elementary school principals were hired during 1974 
as was the Director of Pupil Personnel Services. They are 
Robert Brinkman at Cole School, John Crisafulli at East School, 
Barbara Kulpinski at Center School, and Dr. Katherine Best for 


Pupil Personnel Services. In each instance a screening com- 
mittee made up of parents, teachers and principals was used 
to interview and rate the candidates. These committees were 


extremely effective. 


A final staffing concern is, of course, the enrollment 
projection trends during the past five years and for the next 
five years. Enrollment has declined since 1969 and will con- 
tinue to do so for the next five years. A committee of school 
principals is actively studying these projections to develop 
plans for school and staffing needs over the 5 year period and 
beyond.

Chicken Pox was again the most prevalent disease for 
1974. Because of our Public Health programs, it is interes- 
ting to note that there were no cases of Measles and German 
Measles for the year 1974. There has been a slight drop 
in Venereal Disease for the year 1974 when compared to the 
year 1973. 


The total of 776 Tine Tests were given by the Health 
Department and a total of 514 Mantoux Tests. There were 115 
reactors and 30 were started on Chemoprophylaxsis. 


The positive reactors on Chemotherapy are being checked 
every 3 to 4 months for the next 1 to 2 years as indicated 
by progress. All reactors were cleared by chest X-ray. 


The number of patients brought to Middleséx County Sana- 
torium and other Agencies for X-rays and Diagnostic Findings 
totalled 146. Home visits totalled 176. The actual cases 
for Tuberculosis for 1974 were 3, all of these pulmonary 
type. 


In February and March of 1974, school clinics were held 
for all children who had not received the mumps vaccine or 
who had not had the disease. A total of 1662 children were 
inoculated. 


Also, in February and March of 1974, clinics were held 
for all children who had not received the Tetanus-Diphtheria 
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vaccine. A total of 2596 children were inoculated. In May 
of 1974, a Diabetic Detection Clinic was held for all Na- 
Prckenesidents. A total of 9/ residents attended and. 33 
referrals were made. 


A Flu Clinic was held for all Town Employees and Sen- 
for Citizens. The Senior Citizens received, a total .of 201 
doses of Biovalent Flu Vaccine and Town Employees a total of 
176 doses. 


In October of 1974, a Glaucoma Detection Clinic was 
held in conjunction with the Natick Lions Club for the res- 
idents of Natick. A total of 157 residents were screened 
and 11 referrals were made. From this number, 4 suspicious 
cases were found. 


The Natick Health Department in conjunction with the 
Natick Evening Division Club held the annual Ambliopia Clin- 
ics. A total of 413 pre-school children were screened and 
21 referrals were made to opthamologists. 


A total attendance at the Board of Health's Well Child 
Conference was 65. There were 23 new registrations for the 
year.

ported during the year, 1974. From other sources eleven (11) 
dog bites were reported. The total of thirty-nine (39) 
dogs and cats were examined and found to show absolutely 
no evidence of the contagious disease of Rabies, and were 
released from quarantine after the prescribed ten (10) 
days confinement. 


In May a V.E.E. Clinic was sponsored and directed by 
the Natick Board of Health in conjunction with the Natick 
Animal Clinic for immunization of Eastern, Western and Ven- 
ezuelan Encephalomyelitis. This Clinic was held at Winona 
Farm. 


Smevayezo, 29,30). 3:1 and June ir, thes annual Rabies 
Clinics were held. A total number of 1820 animals were 
vaccinated. The fees received was a total of $1,820.00 
Which was turned over to the Town Treasurer's Office. 


The head specimens of one bat, five raccoons, three 
dogs, two cats, and two squirrels were sent to the State 
Laboratory at Jamaica Plain for analysis of Rabies. These 
reports were returned as negative. 


State approval was again given to the Board of Health 
Laboratory under the direction of the Director of Public 
Health. 


Dug Pond, the public bathing beach for the Town resi- 
dents tested satisfactorily during the swimming season. 


A survey is being done on this pond in order to deter- 
mine if possible corrective measures have to be taken to 
curtail and stop, if necessary, any possible pollution en- 
tering this body of water.

All stores selling food products were checked in the 
Town of Natick during the year 1974 for canned domestic and 
French canned mushrooms which were recalled by the Federal 
Food and Drug Administration. Some cans were confiscated. 
No cases of food poisoning have been found in the Town of 
Natick for 1974. 


All nursing homes (6) and day nurseries (8) are checked 
on a periodic basis during the year. All establishments were 
found to be in satisfactory condition. 


The Health Department received a total of 380 calls for 
the year 1974 for removal of hornet nests, poison ivy spray- 
ing, ticks, wasps and mosquito spraying on private property. 


lt is evident that ticks are on the increase in this 
area when compared to previous years. 


As is the custom for our Mosquito Control Program, the 
Town is sprayed with a mobile mist blower and by helicopter 
in swampy areas which cannot be reached by vehicle or foot 
during the summer months. A fogging program is also carried 
out during the summer season where heavy equipment cannot be 
brought. 


The Board of Health is quite concerned about the prev- 
alent types of diseases carried by mosquitos and other in- 
sects to animals and human beings, such as the various 
strains of Encephalitis, Heartworm Disease, Tick Fever and 
Tularemia, and plans to maintain a diligent program to con- 
trol these vectors. 


Although this area had a very dry summer, the Town was 
thoroughly sprayed as in previous years because of prevalence 
of Encephalitis in the State of Massachusetts. 


A Rodent Control Program is in continuous operation at 
the Town Dump in order to keep the rat population under con- 
trol. Insects are also of great concern during the summer 
months in this area. 


The Town's Solid Waste Disposal area was infested with 
the American Cockroach (Periplaneta Americana) this past sum- 
mer. Because of an extremely dry summer, these insects mi- 
grated away from the disposal area in the quest for water and 
appeared in some of the yards and homes quite some distance 
away.

An intensified eradication program was initiated in and 
around the Dump Area, including the services of professional 
exterminators for those homeowners requesting such services 
within their homes.

for 1975 in order to prevent further problems of this nature. 


The scales voted for at the last Annual Town Meeting 
are now in operation at the Town's Disposal Area. 


There has been a marked drop for incoming commercial 
rubbish since the scales have been in operation. The dif- 
ference in per cent by weight is approximately 77 per cent 
less for the last six months of 1974 when compared to the 
PosK months of -1973. 


The philosophy of builders in this day and age to util- 
ize land to their advantage and profit is leaning to condo- 
miniums and apartment houses in contrast to individual type 
homes previously found in subdivisions. 


Needless to say, this type of intensified population in 
a given parcel of land contributes to a substantial increase 
in solid wastes, sanitary wastes and a substantial demand for 
water. 


It is still the stand of this Department that the pres- 


ent Town Zoning By-Laws be retained - and not changed to 
PAG aD. 
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The Mental Health Program which was started in 1967 
for the residents of Natick requiring help has proven over 
the years to be very beneficial. 


It is strongly recommended that these services be con- 
tinued for those requiring this aid.

INSECT PEST CONTROL SUPERINTENDENT 


In March of 1974, | was reappointed as Superintendent of 
Insect and Pest Control by the Natick Board of Selectmen in 
accordance with Chapter 132 M.G.L., for a term’of "3 yeausm 


Under the authority of Chapter 132 M.G.L., the Commissioner 
of Natural Resources on or about January 1 of each calendar 
year determines an amount, based on a set percentage of each 
community's assessed valuation, that is to be appropriated and 
expended for the control of particular tree-related insect and 
pests. 


At an adjourned session of the 1974 A.T.M., in late June, 
and coupled with the in-roads of a major infestation of the 
Gypsy Math in the South and East quadrants of Town, the required 
appropriation was approved. 


It was my determination that these funds could be most 
effectively expended through a contracted service and a pro- 
posal was submitted for competative bidding. 


In early July, the contract was awarded to Cedar Lawn Tree 
Service of Ashland, Mass., as successful low bidder. 


This contract basically calls for a program to develop 
and implement an insect and pest control program in conjunction 
with this office through Spraying, Systematic Sampling, a Sur- 
veillance Program and Progress Reporting. 
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The effective time period for spraying the Gypsy Moth in 
1974 had passed before the implementation of the contract, how- 
ever, scouting, sampling, egg mass counts, etc. during the 
winter will give us valid indications as to the degree and 
location of infestation to which the 1975 Spring Spray and 
Control Program will concentrate. 


A town-wide survey and spray was extremely effective on 
Poison Ivy within the Town limits. This will require a second 
application and periodic follow-up. 


A second hatch Elm Beetle spray was done on all known 
Town Elm trees. 


The Dutch Elm disease mortality rate was extremely high 
this year. Many older Elms which appeared healthy at leaf 
time, "flagged'' and were totally defoliated in some cases ine 
two to three weeks and had to be removed. This, | believe, is 
attributed to the lack of a control program over the past years. 


Attempts will be made in certain instances where part- 
icular specimen Elm trees exist to use more sophisticated 
disease control methods. 


! am also working with the Contractor in finalizing a 
quadrant map system relating to insect and pest control, which 
will be integrated into our town-wide preventative tree care 
program. 


| might emphasize that any and all insect and pest control 
programs locally will be carried out in strict accordance with 
State and Federal regulations. Such a comprehensive program 
allows properly timed application, common to the life cycle of 
the particular insect and then only in such cases where that 
insect or pest population is at dangerous or epidemic levels. 


The Fall Webworm was on the increase this year and would 
appear to require attention next year. 


My final reasoning for contracting this program is that 
it will relieve our own personnel to concentrate on spring 
planting and other routine tree care, as well as allowing for 
a more regional approach to such control.

While another substantial advance in the number of am- 
bulatory patients cared for by the various outpatient ser- 
vices occurred in 1974, the inpatient bed capacity remained 
at almost a saturation point, virtually unable to accommo- 
date many more admissions. With the average daily medical/ 
surgical occupancy now running in excess of 94%, postponement 
of both medical and surgical elective admissions occurred 
frequently. during the year. Long-range planning which began 
in 1971 was brought to a successful conclusion in October, 
1974 when the Massachusetts Public Health Council granted 
Leonard Morse Hospital a Certificate of Need to expand crow- 
ded inpatient facilities. In the X-Ray Department in par- 
ticular, the limitations of its five diagnostic rooms (hand- 
ling over 10,000 X-Ray examinations per room during the year), 
will be greatly relieved by obtaining State authority to cre- 
ate five additional diagnostic rooms. 
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The Long Range Planning Committee comprising eleven 
consumer members in its fifteen member organization deserves

Council that our sixth floor shell should be completed and 
several other projects are badly needed. The Administration, 
the Executive Committee of the Medical Staff and help from 
Cambridge Research Institute completed the vital team 

which worked diligently with the Long Range Planning Com- 
mittee. 


The major construction program is expected to begin 
April 1, 1975 and should be completed by June 30, 1976. On 
completion Leonard Morse Hospital will have 255 inpatient 
beds of various classifications plus 1] outpatient beds to 
accommodate eight-hour admissions and emergency holding beds. 
The hospital's operating budget for operating the 266 beds, 
plus its many ambulatory services will be in excess of thir- 
teen million dollars per year. Yet none of the cost of new 
construction or annual operating costs will come from the 
Town of Natick. Efficient management and an excellent cre- 
dit rating have made possible this important financial self- 
Suaficiency.

This is my ninth year as Town Counsel, which has required 
the full time use of my professional services. I| submit this 
report of my legal activities during 1974. 


My retainer fee of $96.15 per week has not changed since 


1970. 


During the year 1974 | attended 15 sessions of the Annual 
Town Meeting, (77 Articles), and each of 4 Special Town Meet- 
ings, (15 Articles), answering legal questions, making rulings, 
and rendering opinions at the request of Town Meeting Members. 
| also attended 43 meetings of the Board of Selectmen, and 19 
evening meetings of other boards and committees. 


Cerel vs. Natick tried in Boston Land Court by a Special 
Townmcounsel, Acheson H.~Callaghan, Jr., was paid $2,225.00 
out of the Law Department budget for his services. 


International Association of Fire Fighters AFL-CIO vs. 
the Town of Natick; attorney Edward R. Lembo appeared as Spe- 
cial Counsel for the Fire Chief as an intervenor before the 
Labor Relations Commission. On April 4, 1974, Town Meeting, 
under Article 4, Special Town Meeting, voted $500.00 for re- 
imbursement of legal services. 


1 am also a member of the Medical Indemnification Panel 
for the Fire and Police Departments, and also the City Solici- 
tors and Town Counsels Association, the Selectmen appointed 
me to serve with the Executive Secretary, and the Secretary 
to the Planning Board from July, 1973, to June, 1974, to im- 
plement the conversion of the Unitarian Church to Town Offices.

SEWER DIVISION 


The sewer ban imposed by the Department of Water Pol- 
lution Control is still in effect. The Commissioners have 
engaged a firm to investigate extraneous flows into the sewer 
system. While the final report has not been received indi- 
cations are that in the areas of town where they have inves- 
tigated, substantial flows of extraneous water into the sew- 
er system will be curtailed. Because of the seriousness of 
this problem the Commissioners will seek additional funds at 
the 1975 Annual Town Meeting to continue this program. A 
consultant engineering firm has been engaged to design and 
supervise construction of the sewer project in northeast 
Natick and the Kendall Lane-Stillman Street area. Bids 
should be advertised in early spring and construction should 
begin in the summer of 1975. 


HIGHWAY DIVISION 


The annual maintenance program of streets was continued 
and the following were resurfaced:

The cost of books has practically doubled in the past 
three years and, as a result, in spite of what would seem ad- 
equate funds to purchase the books required to maintain our 
position, we are now at the point of losing ground on new 
books as compared to other years. 


We have had a full staff for the first time in a num- 
ber of years and it has eased the burden of absenteeism 
which the staff cheerfully handled in the past. 


Additional services and programs have been inaugura- 
ted in the Children's Department as well as in the adult li- 
brary. 


From gift funds the Trustees were able to purchase 
approximately one dozen rare 17th and early 18th century 
Indian items as well as another contemporary copy of the fa- 
mous Livermore Survey of Natick of 1749. 


We are faced with a number of maintenance problems 
next year and plans should be made for the replacement of 
our oldest bookmobile. Let us hope our financial outlook 
will permit this.

Nineteen Seventy-four has shown a marked increase in the 
circulation of library materials. Because of the economic 
situation more people are making use of libraries as they 
have less money to spend on books and magazines. Also some 
television programs have stimulated an interest in reading. 


The reference department answered many questions asked 
by phone and at the desk, such as: what happened in the fif- 
ties, marbling end papers of books, an American Indian prayer, 
how to write job resumes, plans for a dog house, auto repairs, 
the Bermuda triangle, sewing double knits, writing your own 
marriage ceremony, recycling, how to dig a dry well, amnes- 
ty, radio-carbon dating, Natick in the Revolutionary period, 
the colonial craft of rope making, women's fashions 1830- 
1880, making a potter's wheel and scrimshaw. 

Each year many new reference books are purchased, as 
well as one new set of encyclopedias. Pamphlets, newspaper 
clippings and government documents are continually being 
added to the pamphlet file. These and the newspapers on 
microfilm are a valuable source of information. 


Natick is a member of the Eastern Regional Public Li- 
brary System, with the Wellesley Free Library as the head- 
quarters for the West Metropolitan sub-region. The Morse 
Institute received delivery service of interlibrary loan 
books and films twice a week. This year the library bor- 
rowed 209 books and 68 films, and loaned 64 books to other 
libraries. 


The Town Treasurer received from ''State Aid for Libra- 
ries'' $11,646.38, which was voted as part of the library bud- 
get at the Annual Town Meeting. Five thousand three hundred 
forty-three books were added to the library's collection and 
2,624 were withdrawn. The total circulation of library ma- 
terials was 264,704, a gain of 9,538 over last year. 
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The children's library has been very active this year. 
In the fall another pre-school story hour on Tuesday after- 
noons was added to the regular Monday morning sessions. 
Two successful coffee hours were given for the mothers of 
the pre-school children. Films are being shown on a regular 
basis for pre-school children and for the older group. 
In April the library sponsored a "Spring Art Contest" for 
elementary school children. The winners were chosen by 3 
judges and all entries were displayed around the library. 


In addition to the Summer Reading Plan other successful 
programs were initiated during July and August. Through the 
courtesy of Babson Institute the library had the use of a 
computer terminal. Several subjects already programmed were 
syainapre, such’ as’ a ‘course in math, golf,*? football, Star 
Trek. Those knowledgeable enough could set up their own 
programs. Instructions in the use of the terminal were giv- 
en by a Babson staff member. It is hoped the library will 
have the use of the terminal next summer. With the coopera- 
tion of the Natick Recreation Department the craft-mobile 
and the drama-mobile visited the children's library one day 
a week. Both were well patronized. 


Several nursery schools visited the children's room 
and were given a story hour and a tour of the library. 


An innovation for the children's room was the purchase 
of a few sturdy toys and puzzles. These do not circulate but 
are popular with the small fry who amuse themselves while 
their mothers or older brothers and sisters are selecting 
books. 


Bookmobile | and Bookmobile II continue to be well 
patronized. Both carry an excellent selection of books and 
have a good circulation. 


For 1975 the library plans to continue film programs 
for the young adults and for the children. Book discussion 
groups for adults are being planned. 


There were a number of changes on the staff this year. 
Mrs. Frances Sutton retired in April after being on a ''leave 
of absence'' for over a year. Mr. David Bower, a graduate of 
Eastern Nazarene College and Rutgers University Library 
School, was appointed cataloger in March. In October Mrs. 
Margaret Bradner, Acting Assistant Head Librarian, resigned 
to accept a position as Head Librarian of the Mansfield Pub- 
Heceeibrary. Mrs. Mary Ellen Donahue, assistant in the 
children's library, resigned in July to accept a position as 
Young Adult Librarian in Needham. Marsha Zack, a graduate 
librarian for reference, was promoted to Assistant Head Li- 
brarian in October and Martha E. Jones, a graduate of Roch- 
ester University and the State University of New York at 
Albany Library School was appointed graduate librarian TOK 
Meterence. Mrs. Mary Craig, Children's Librarian, was pro- 
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moted to the new position of Supervisor of Children's Ser- 
vices in July. Miss Mary Pebler, a graduate of Bridgewater 
State College, was appointed an assistant in the children's 
library in September. 


The catalogs in the adult and children's departments 
were changed from a dictionary arrangement to a divided cat- 
alog. There are now two sections; one an alphabetical lis- 
ting of authors and titles and the other an alphabetical 
list of subjects. This makes the filing’ of ‘catalog ‘camae 
less complicated and makes it easier for the library patron 
to find a particular book. 


A Genevieve Galick Memorial Fund has been established 
by the Trustees. Mrs. Galick, who died in November, 1973, 
was a Natick resident and was the Director of the Massachu- 
setts Bureau of Library Extension. Several gifts have al- 
ready been received. Mrs. Galick had been very helpful to 
the Morse Institute on many occasions in the past. 


The library staff and patrons have greatly appreciated 
the many plants and flower arrangements brought in each 
month by members of the Natick Garden Club. The different 
displays in the exhibit cases have been admired by many 
people. 


The library has received gifts of books, magazines and 
paperbacks which have been useful additions to the collec- 
tion. The library is most appreciative to the Natick Bul- 
letin and the Natick Suburban Press for the gift of their 
respective papers and for printing the library news; to the 
Natick Federal Savings and Loan Association for the book- 
marks and to the Natick Trust Company for the card envelopes 
and the lovely Christmas poinsettia plant. The library is 
grateful to the radio stations WGTR and WKOX for publicizing 
library events. 


The librarian would like to express her gratitude to 
the staff for their cooperation and loyalty and to the Trus- 


tees for their support and understanding of the library's 
needs.

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BACON FREE LIBRARY 


This year the Bacon Free Library established the Natick 
Film Society and showed foreign and classic films on a regular 
basis throughout the year. The films were shown in the library 
with coffee and discussion afterwards. During the winter 
months the library is sponsoring a Children's Film Festival 
showing such classics as National Velvet and Captains Courage- 
ous. Story hour has been very successful and is held on Thurs- 
day mornings at 10 A.M. while the mothers have a coffee break. 


In the spring the library was host to two meetings of the 
New England Round Table of Children's Literature, an organiza- 
tion for which the librarian reviews children's books. Along 
with books, periodicals and cassettes, the library has now 
purchased film strips for children which are available on 
loan or can be viewed in the library. 


The exhibition case has been utilized by community groups, 
including a superb display on roses provided by the Arnold 
Arboretum. Good use has been made of the Eastern Regional 
Library system and through the interlibrary loan we have borrow- 
ed from and lent books to many communities. Along with most 
Massachusetts libraries, the Bacon Free Library has agreed 
to lend books to any Massachusetts residents with no fees 
being charged. 


The fifteen gardeners have very generously kept the lib- 
rary grounds attractive and well cared for. We thank them for 
this service. 


The trustees supported the successful efforts to create 
the John Eliot Historical District within which the library 
is now located. 


We have also collaborated closely during the year with 
the Historical Society and now invite a representative, Mr. 
Fred Schaller, to attend and participate in our meetings on 
a regular basis. We encourage all Natick residents to enjoy 
the Society's unusual museum as well as the library. 


Improvements were made to the heating system last fall 


to reduce oil consumption and have proven effective.

COMMUNICATIONS DIVISION 
Fire Alarm 


The fire alarm system is in good repair. Regular tests 
were performed on all boxes including auxillary systems in 
all schools, rest homes, and churches. A considerable amount 
of our time was devoted to underground construction this 
past year with the final 2440 feet of cable being installed 
on South Main Street. The entire length of Union Street 
also has been completed with the installation of 6300 feet 
of cable. Underground cable also has been installed on East 
Central Street between Lincoln Square and Washington Street 
which replaces a smaller troublesome cable installed over 
25 years ago. Aerial cable has been installed on Evergreen 
Road to connect the new water well to the main pumping sta- 
tion using over 2100 feet of aerial and 1200 feet of under- 
ground cable. Additional aerial cable was installed to con- 
nect the Town Office Building to the Central Fire Station. 
New fire alarm boxes have been connected to the system at 
the following locations:

Police Alarm and Traffic Control 


The police alarm system has been maintained throughout 
the year. We suffered two traffic signal knockdowns this 
past year. Fourteen school speed zone signals have been 
installed at the following schools: Brown). .East.)

Additional schools are 
to receive these signals in the coming year. Alsop Nomen 
Main Street and Evergreen Road have been completed. 


Radio Systems 


The Fire, Police, Public Works, Forestry, Recreation and 
Civil Defense systems have been serviced and tested perio- 
dically. The Hospital frequency has been added to the two 
rescue vehicles and a portable radio with both the regular 
Fire and hospital frequencies has been assigned to the prime 
rescue vehicle. Any replacement purchases of portable radios 
in the future will include the hospital channel. Mobile 
radios were installed or transferred in seventeen vehicles 
for various departments during the year.

SAFETY COMMITTEE 


The members of the Natick Safety Committee held seven 
regular meetings during 1974, 


All safety matters which had been referred to the com- 
mittee by the Board of Selectmen were discussed, investigations 
made and recommendations forwarded to the Board of Selectmen 
Boretheir action. 


Upon recommendation of this committee an eight hour 
traffic count was conducted at the intersection of Walcott 
and South Main Street and Walcott Street and Cottage Street. 
School Zone lights have been placed in this area. 


Upon recommendation of this committee "No Parking! signs 
were installed on South Street from the intersection of Eliot 
Street to the Sherborn town line. 


It should be noted that after a traffic count was conduct- 
ed at the intersection of North Main Street and Evergreen 
Street, traffic lights were installed at that intersection. 


A twelve hour traffic count was conducted at the inter- 
Section of Mill-Pond-Speen Streets and it is with the hope 
of this committee that traffic control signals will be in- 
stalled at this intersection.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT 


As the chief law enforcement officer of our community 
it is my sworn duty to up-hold the laws of the Commonwealth, 
to prevent crime and to protect and serve the community. 


One area of preventing crime is to reduce the opportun- 
ity to commit crime. Many crimes are prevented by merely 
closing a window, locking a door, leaving a light on, secur- 
ing valuables in a safe deposit vault, removing keys from 
a parked car, staying away from dark and desolate areas. 
There are many others that you as citizens can prevent, both 
businesses and homeowners. 


We, the police, prevent crime by visibility, by con- 
stantly patrolling the 
streets in®cars?and'on foot? 
The change of color of our 
cruisers, |! feel, has 

helped immeasurably in the 
prevention of crime because 
they are easily seen. It is 
more economical in nearly 
every instance to prevent 
crime rather than to solve 
it. 


TRAPPE EC 


The addition of a new radar 
unit to the Department al- 
lowed two radar units to be 
put into action during the 
daylight hours. As a result 
there were more motor vehi- 
cle citations issued in 1974 
than in any previous year. 
Selective and impartial en- 
forcement was put into effect 
On many streets and proved 
effective. 


The advent of the ''No- 
Fix'' parking ticket proved to be effective through impartial 
enforcement. The shopping centers were made more accessible. 
Snow plows were able to plow through the snowstorms without 
the hindrance of parked vehicles. As a result of this en- 
forcement the Town received from the Natick District Court 
over $11,000. in parking fines for the first nine months of 
1974. This is the largest amount ever turned over to the 
Town Treasury. 
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CRIME 


Housebreaks continue to plague our community. Felony 
crimes increased slightly along with the national trend. 
Our apprehension and conviction percentage was most encour- 


aging. 
TRAINING 


Since being appointed Chief twelve officers have gradu- 
ated from the Crime Scene Search School, one from the organ- 
ized Crime School, three 
from the Basic Drug A- 
buse Education Course, 
two officers attended 
the I1-Denti-Kit program, 
two officers from the 
F.B.1. Firearms Train- <0 PROTEC, 
ing School, two from 
the Breathalyzer School. 
Four new officers grad- 
uated from the Waltham 
Police Training Aca- 
demy. This is a total 
of sixty-six weeks of 
training. | intend to 
continue this program. 
Every officer in the De- 
partment is required to 
fire 25 rounds from his 
service revolver each 
month. We will begin 
training on other types 
of weapons on the out- 
door range in South- 
boro, Mass. in the 
spring. 


COMMENDATION 


All law enforcement officers are conscientious and dedi- 
cated in performing their duties. At one time or another 
an incident occurs where an officer reacts in such a manner 
as to be given special recognition. On one occasion Detective 
Alfred Morgan, while on duty at the Natick Mall, saved the 
life of a three-year old girl who was choking to death. He 
was commended by the Board of Selectmen for his quick and pos- 
itive action. 


On another occasion Sergeant Paul Hunter, Patrolman Rod- 
ney Frazer and Detective Alfred Morgan were commended by the 
Board of Selectmen. By not taking anything for granted and 
by following small leads unaware of the time involved, they 
arrested two men within 24 hours after they had severely 
beaten a man and left him on a lonely road in a neighboring 
town to die in below-freezing temperatures. By the officers’ 
perserverance and dedication, justice was done when the two 
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men apprehended were sentenced to prison. 


CLOSING 
The eroding economy, lack of employemnt paints a dark 
Beeree.oreathesiuture. Crime will increase because of the 
country's problems. However, we will continue to be vigi- 


lant, to protect our citizens from the criminal and to serve 
Our community with all the zeal and professionalism we know.

CIVIL DEFENSE AGENCY 


All Civil Defense radios, generators, warning system and 
other equipment have been maintained and tested regularly, and 
the frequencies on the Amateur Radio Network have been changed 
to conform to the new State Communications Plan, assuring 
continuing efficient communications during emergency operations. 
The Emergency Operations Center continues as an emergency dis- 
patch center for the Boston Edison Company for this area during 
times of natural disaster and storms, due to the communications 
network provided by Civil Defense, Fire and Police Departments. 
This arrangement is beneficial to the Town during these emergen- 
cies. 


The Town's Emergency Plan has been updated and the Emerg- 
ency Communications Plan is in the process of being updated 
to comply with new State and Federal requirements. 


The Auxiliary Police service will be examined and updated 
as necessary under present local conditions. 


The SCUBA equipment is in general good condition, with the 
exception of the suits, which are being replaced at the rate of 
two each year. The members of this team, drawn from the Fire 
Department, have done an outstanding service under disagreeable, 
uncomfortable and, at times, dangerous situations, and are to 
be highly commended for the services rendered. 


The Rescue truck, a 1950 converted bookmobile, is in poor 
condition and it is hoped that a suitable replacement can be 
located in the near future. Such a vehicle is essential, part- 
icularly to the SCUBA team during cold weather operations. 
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Resusci-Anne, a maniken used for the instruction of members 
of the Fire and Police Departments and other groups in the 
techniques of Cardo-Pulmonary Resuscitation, is in poor condition 
and should be replaced in order to maintain the high degree of 
efficiency required for its proper application. 


The Radiological Monitoring instruments are replaced yearly 
with newly calibrated equipment by the Federal government to 
assure their efficient operation when needed. Approximately 85 
Natick firefighters plus Civil Defense officials completed a 
training course in their use during the year. 


The 200 bed Emergency Hospital Unit will remain in storage 
at the Speen Street Fire Station. The present design for the 
Route 9 overpass eliminates the removing of the station and 
equipment to another location. This unit comes under the juris- 
diction of the State and may be used under certain emergency 
situations by authority of the State Civil Defense Agency. 


Periodic visits are made to the State Surplus Property 
Depot where much usable supplies and equipment has been obtain- 
ed for Town departments at little expense. A large amount of 
First aid supplies and equipment has been procured and either 
stockpiled or made available to Town departments for their use 
and for the training of Emergency Medical Technicians, now 
required by law for ambulance personnel. 


A 30kw generator in good condition was also procurred 
through this program at a cost of $400.00, supplied with new 
batteries and turned over to the Fire Department for emergency 
use at the Central Fire Station. 


During the calendar year the Town has received in excess 
of $4,500.00 in Matching Funds, a much greater amount than the 
cost of the program to the Town. 


During the year Col. Charles E. Holloway resigned as 
Director on his retirement from Federal service. He subsequent- 
ly passed away at his retirement home in late summer. His 
efforts on behalf of Civil Defense greatly assisted the develop- 
ment of the Civil Defense program as required for the continua- 
tion of the Matching Funds Program. His service to the Town, 
as was his service to his coutry, outstanding. 


The appointment of the present Director, a retired safety 
supervisor and an Air Force veteran of World War II, assures 
the carrying on and expansion of these programs.

PERSONNEL BOARD 


The Personnel Board met on the second and fourth Wednes- 
day of each month. 


Prior to Annual Town Meeting the Board met with all 
Department Heads, Boards and employees who requested a meeting 
to discuss Classification and Salary adjustments for the Per- 
sonnel Board Pay Plan for 1975. These meetings are held in 
accordance with Article Vl-a, Section 4, Continuing Review. 


Meetings were held with the Board of Selectmen to discuss 
further the advisability of a training program for Supervisors 
and Department Heads. The program proposed would run for 
twelve consecutive weeks and consist of a two hour session 
each week. Subjects covered would be basic management con- 
cepts, leadership requirements, line and staff organization, 
inter-department relationships, labor contract interpretation, 
problem solving and decision making, motivation, organizational 
development, communications, and fair employment practices. 


The Board also proposed a hand-book to be given to each 
Town employee to provide him with information about Natick 
and its Town Government. It would outline the general re- 
sponsibilities of his job and acquaint him with benefits pro- 
vided by the Town to its employees. 


The Personnel Board met with Selectmen, Town Counsel and 
others at open meeting to discuss the duties of the position 
of Dog Officer as required by the Leash Law adopted at the 
Annual Town Meeting of March, 1974 concerning man hours and 
the necessity of added personnel.

Numerous requests for decisions on vacation, sick leave 
and other Town benefits were received and discussed with De- 
partment Heads and employees requesting such decisions. The 
Board reached a unanimous decision to request all Department 
Heads to supervise closely the excessive use of sick leave in 
their respective departments. An unanimous decision was also 
made to request all Department Heads to furnish the Personnel 
Board with requisition forms for new employees. This is in 
accordance with Article Vl-a Section 7 of the Town By-laws. 


The Annual Town Meeting of 1974 granted a 7% cost of 
living increase to those employees on the Personnel Board 
Pay Plan. This cost of living increase was also granted to 
those employees in bargaining units.

PLANNING BOARD 


In 1974 the Planning Board remained intact, with the re- 
election of members Paul E. Kelley and James M. Williamson, 
and it is our feeling that this Board has reached an unprec- 
edented degree of accord on many issues. With the assis- 
tance of a totally new staff we beleive that the adminis- 
tration and efficiency of the Board has been immeasurably 
improved. 


During the year we held a total of 44 meetings and con- 
ducted 5 public hearings on proposed zoning articles and sub- 
divisions, reviewed 52 petitions for variances for the pur- 
pose of making recommendations to the Board of Appeals and 
dealt with 37 ''subdivision approval not required" plans. 

One definitive plan for subdivision was signed, and two others 
reviewed. 


Numerous residents approached us with various concerns, 
including (but not limited to) requests for completion of 
developments, street name changes, allocation of land for 
subsidized housing, flooding problems and complaints of 
possible zoning violations. This Board took appropriate ac- 
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tion on their behalf where it had jurisdiction and made re- 
commendations to the best of our ability on matters beyond 
our control. In one instance we were instrumental in having 
roads put in condition for plowing, thereby alleviating po- 
tential dangers. 


After a complete review of all subdivisions, action was 
taken with the result that various improvements which had 
been lagging for several years were brought to completion. 
Efforts have been initiated toward increased bonding, where 
necessary, and full cooperation has been received from the 
Department of Public Works in this and many other matters.

The passage of our new sign code in 1974 was very gra- 
tifying to us, as we consider it a giant step toward future 
improvement of the Town's appearance. We shall continue to 
enlist the cooperation of property owners in such matters 
as the removal of unsightly and/or obsolete signs and vol- 
untary landscaping; we point with pride to our record to 
date. 


This year the Board has worked on new by-laws which wil] 
come before Town Meeting in 1975 and in an attempt to give 
the Town more control over its own destiny has devised var- 
ious articles: controlling off-street parking, including 
landscaping and open space; a site plan review which would 
afford control over preliminary planning stages of any major 
development; a town-wide drainage survey co-sponsored with 
the Conservation Commission and an article which is being 
sponsored jointly by the Tree Warden and the Planning Board, 
aimed at improving major entranceways to the Town (Routes 
27eand 135). In addition one proposal to relax the zoning 
regulations has been submitted by our Board. This change 
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would reduce the side yard requirements in some of the smal- 
ler existing lots and should greatly reduce the number of 
variance petitions which the Board of Appeals has acted on 
in the past few years. 


Of utmost significance is the disposition of the Na- 
tick Country Club. At the request of the Planning Board an 
advisory committee was formed to make a preliminary inves- 
tigation of the various alternative uses of this property. 

It is hoped that early in 1975 the continued combined efforts 
of the committee, the Board of Selectmen and the Planning 
Board will result in the disposition of this property in a 
manner representative of the highest and best use for our 
Town and the future needs of its residents.

The addition to the Natick Five Cent Savings Bank on 
Main Street, as well as the renovation to the existing build- 
ing, has been completed. 


The South Middlesex Co-operative Bank building on North 
Main Street, which was started in 1974, is nearing completion. 


The new so-called Mini Mall at the corner of Mill and 
West Central Streets is practically completed and it is 
expected that the new tenants in this Mall will be open for 
business early in 1975. 


The Country Club Estates in West Natick, which was 
developed by A. J. Lane Construction, is in its final stages 
with all but a few homes having been completed in 1974. 
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During 1974 the Building Inspector attended many mee- 
tings of the State Building Code Commission and, as represen- 
tative of all towns in Massachusetts, helped in writing the 
new State Building Code for all cities and towns in the Com- 


monwealth. This Code became effective on January 1, 1975 
and is now the official Building Code for all of Massachu- 
setts, superseding all local building by-laws. As a member 


of this Building Code Commission, Mr. Sanford was instrumen- 
tal in helping the Town of Natick with some of its partic- 
ular problems. 


Several meetings were held with Frank DiBaro, State 
Inspector from the Massachusetts Department of Public Safe- 
ty, who is now in the process of turning over the records 
of all the buildings in the Town of Natick which came under 
the jurisdiction of the State and were inspected by State 
Inspectors until the new State Building Code became effec- 
tive. These buildings will now come under the jurisdiction 
of the Town and all inspections must be made by the Natick 
Building Inspector. 


Also, under a new category in the State Building Code 
entitled F-7, inspections must be made by the Natick Build- 
ing Inspector of all buildings, structures, premises and 
parts thereof in which 20 to 49 people are assembled in 
connection with a business or professional use. This will 
require inspections of a great number of buildings in Natrese 


Another important requirement under the new State 
Building Code is that when a dwelling unit is being reoccu= 
pied, whether by sale or rental, the owner of said property 
must notify the Building Inspector so that an inspection of 
said property may be made, if it is deemed necessary. | be- 
lieve this will be of great importance to the general’ public. 


Much time has been required by the Building Inspector 
in explaining the requirements of the State Building Code 
to the Deputy Building Inspector and other employees of the 
Building Department. 


During 1974 both the Building Inspector and the Deputy 


Building Inspector attended seminars held for Building In- 
spectors at Holy Cross College in Worcester.

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HOUSING AUTHORITY 


In the area of construction, the past year has been one 
of many attempts but no realizations. Available monies for 
additional elderly units could not be taken advantage of be- 
cause of an exclusionist attitude on one hand and question- 
able legal opinions on the other. This Authority attempted 
to purchase ten acres of otherwise useless land from the 
Town whereon there could now be 100 units of much-needed 
elderly apartments. With surprising unconcern for the pres- 
sing needs of our senior citizens, Town Meeting withheld its 
approval. 


Repeated efforts to obtain even minimal numbers of fam- 
ily housing for those of low-moderate income fanned uncon- 
cern into an inferno of violent ohjection. "Status quo'! be- 
came the rallying call of those who blindly could not see 
decent housing for all as a basic right.

In pursuit of its policy of scattered sites and a soc- 
io-economic mix, the Authority had discussions with various 
developers to obtain this type of construction, but ‘status 
quo' was echoed and developers had no more success than the 
Authority. 


Now, when it seems that a greater number of people have 
come to realize the dire need for adequate housing, a sewer 
moratorium has reared its ugly head and progress is once a- 
gain delayed. Frustrating: 


In pursuance of its duty to explore every avenue, the 
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Authority has applied for, and apparently been successful in 
obtaining, funds with which to purchase existing homes under 
Chapter 705 of the General Laws. In addition, Chapter 707 
(Rental Assistance) is being taken full advantage of. 


During the year, the Authority has been able to obtain 
Modernization Funds in the amount of $ 90,000. Emergency 
funds are being sought, with good chance of success, to re- 
place the old and quasi-dangerous heating units at the 200-1] 
Project: 


The Authority, under its own sponsorship and with the 
willing help of a number of Town organizations, has managed 
to greatly increase the number of social functions at Ce- 
dar Gardens, functions to which all residents look forward. 


To all Town Departments, who have been available and 
cooperative at all times, our sincere thanks.

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REDEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY 


The Natick Redevelopment Authority has been vested with 
the responsibility for planning and implementing the revitali- 
zation of the downtown area. This past year has been busy and 


productive; resulting in great progress towards the goals of 
this program. 


After receiving the initial funding of $27,501 from the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, the first order of business 
this year was to hire a staff and set up an office. We were 
fortunate to retain an Executive Director with extensive ex- 
perience in planning and urban renewal in the person of Ken- 
neth Weiner. The addition of Joanne Yawitz as Planning As- 
sistant and John Condlin as Architectural and Drafting Tech- 
nician provided the Redevelopment Authority with a staff 
capable of performing the majority of its work "in house", 
thereby requiring limited input from specialized consultants. 
Maurice Childs of Childs Bertman Tsekares Associates and 
Robert Noone of Robert Noone Company were retained as urban 
design and real estate consultants respectively. 


The NRA appointed Francis M. Keane as its Legal Counsel 
and David O'Connor as its Accountant. An office was set up 
at 12 Main Street in the downtown area. 


An amendatory application was filed with the State Depart- 
ment of Community Affairs for additional funding for planning 
the Natick Center-Summer Street Project area. In July, this 
application was approved by the Board of Selectmen. The ad- 
ditional sum of $27,000 brought the total State funding re- 
ceived to $54,501. 


The following activities have been undertaken by the Re- 
development Authority as part of the Natick Center-Summer 
Street Project planning process: 


- Preparation of maps for the 13 acre area bounded by 
Main Street, West Central Street, Spring Street, and 
the Penn Central Railroad. 


- Topographic survey of the area by the NRA staff with 
assistance from the Public Works Department. 


- Surveys of structural and environmental conditions in 
the project area. 


- Surveys of residents and businesses regarding their 
needs and desires. 


- Completion of a Land Use and Marketability Study in- 
dicating the feasibility of project proposals. 
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- Organization of a Citizens Advisory Committee comprised 
of thirty members with Oscar Zullo as Chairman and Steve 
Greenberg as ex-officio Secretary. 


- Development of several alternative concept plans for 
the project area. These plans were formulated in re- 
sponse to the exchange of ideas between the NRA (board, 
staff, consultants), the Citizens Advisory Committee, 
the town Planning Director, and other interested town 
officials and citizens. A preferred illustrative site 
plan and perspective sketch were completed based on the 
consensus recommendations of all persons involved. 


- Presentations of project plans to the Board of Select- 
men, Planning Board, Public Works Board, and numerous 
other town officials and interested citizens. Copies 
of illustrative site plans were displayed in store 
windows eliciting comments from citizens at large. 


The NRA staff is currently compiling the necessary docu- 
mentation for project plan approval at a special town meeting 
and state assistance. This documentation will include an 
Eligibility Report, Urban Renewal Plan, Relocation Plan, Pro- 
ject Improvements Report, and Cost and Financing Plans. Pub- 
lic hearings will be held by the Board of Selectmen prior to

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RECREATION COMMISSION 


Nineteen Seventy-four was most notably a year of ''change"! 
in the delivery of human services through leisure program- 
ming and park development. 


Significant developments include: initiation of the 
Resident Camping Program, in cooperation with Northeastern 
University and Easter Seal Society; expansion of the mo- 
bile Recreation on Wheels program through the addition of 
the Drama-mobile, organization of a vigorous volunteer and 
leadership training program for Junior, Senior High and 
Adult groups, headed by Jr./Sr. Director Marti Richmond; and 
dedication and opening to the public of the Joseph ''Sibba" 
Grassey Recreation Facility at Johnson School. 


Each of these more contemporary means of achieving a 
broader base of service to residents was accomplished through 
the individual and collective input of community resources 
and dedication of staff personnel willing to make extraor- 
dinary personal commitments. 


Natick is fortunate to have been selected as the com- 
munity first to be considered as a participating agency in 
the innovative and dynamic integrated Resident Camping Pro- 
gram of Northeastern and Easter Seal, which established the 
Town as one of the first in Massachusetts to offer Resident 
Camping on a public basis. The program, which is 100% self- 
supporting, is operated at the 100+ acre Warren Center in 
Ashland, which features modern and fully equipped cabins, 
large dining and recreation hall with library, spacious open 
areas with ballfields, tennis and basketball courts, nature 
trails, and waterfront area, suited to swimming instruction 
and boating and sailing. Continuation and expansion of the 
program to accommodate over 180 Natick youth in 1975 is 
planned, if Town appropriations under Fee Subsidized Pro- 
grams are authorized. 


The Leadership Training Program is one which will be 
Significant for the community in the months and years ahead, 
as volunteers and leaders of all ages begin to work in pro- 
grams and assist those throughout the Town in fulfilling 
their needs for exposure to and participation in worth while 
community activities. The sincerity and interest of over 
170 high school students, who selected Recreation Leadership 
Training as an elective in their Physical Education curricu- 
lum, and the junior high students and parents of elementary 
age students, who are just now starting the volunteer train- 
ing program directed by Recreation Staff in several schools, 
is rewarding to all involved. 


The official dedication of the Joseph "Sibba'' Grassey 


Recreation Facility was a very emotional time for all of those 
in the community who were involved in the development of the 
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playground and those who had been so recently shocked by the 
passing of Sibba Grassey, who gave of himself for youth in . 
Natick throughout his life. Families and youngsters of the 
Johnson neighborhood will have many hours of constructive 

and meaningful recreation in the years ahead because of the 
availability of the new area. 


The year ahead will be a most difficult one with the 
severity of economic conditions and their accompanying im- 
Peete on TOWn services. The proposals for 1975 have been 
intentionally restricted to take into account the overall] 
financial capability of the Town and its residents, but it 
is hoped that maintenance of the qulaity and quantity of 
services, as they exist, will be supported by the community 
during this time when youth and adults will have more need 
for worthwhile leisure opportunities.

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DOG OFFICER 


Since my appointment on June 15th, 1974, there has been 
an increase of activity resulting from the enactment of the 
leash law which became effective on November 15, 1974. 


There have been problems in enforcing the law, but on 
the whole, | feel with everyone's cooperation, this law can 
be made to work for the betterment of all. 


By enactment of this law we will reduce the number of 
dogs killed on our roads and highways (twenty-two in the 
past six months). 


We will also eliminate accidents occuring from attempts 
to avoid dogs while driving. Bites from stray dogs may also 
be practically eliminated. 


During the past six months of service | have received 
several hundred telephone calls pertaining to dogs and other 
species of animals. 


Wherever possible, wild animals were trapped alive and 
then released in animal sanctuaries or in remote wooded areas. 
Lost, sick and unwanted dogs and pets turned over to me for 
disposition were either placed in homes or in cases of sickness 
Or injury, put to sleep. 


In one instance, eight chickens were destroyed by a dog. 
Damages were paid by the county. 


For the reports of dog bites and dead animals, see reports 
of the Board of Health and Burial Officer.

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FORESTRY DEPARTMENT 


_The year 1974 was one of shortages, inflation and energy 
crisis; which governmental agencies as well as private citizens 
had to cope with. 


The Forestry Department faced each of these situations 
with realism and in accord with the desires of Town Meeting. 


Greater concern was given to systematic work scheduling 
to more efficiently reduce travel and to utilize the work 
force most effectively. This was further accomplished by 
deferring all but emergency requests to a schedule when that 
particular area of Town is programmed for preventative care. 


On February 2, 1974, the Forestry Bucket Unit voted by 
PetsMoy1973.was delivered. This unit has a 52". capacity, all 
insulated system and was immediately put into service. 


In the fall of 1974, we took delivery of a 1/2 ton Pick- 
up and a new 16' chipper approved by A.T.M. 1974. 


Approximately 90 new trees were purchased for replace- 
ment but due to unoptimum planting conditions at the time of 
delivery, were "heeled'' in to be planted early in the Spring 
of 1975, in addition to those to be purchased in the Spring 
061975. 


Twelve (12) hearings for the removal of 18 public shade 
trees were held and permission was granted as eleven (11) of 
the hearings for a total of 14 trees. Written objection was 
received on the other hearing involving 4 trees on Cottage 
Street and as provided for under Chapter 87 M.G.L., final 
resolution was referred to the Natick Board of Selectmen. 


On December 12, 1974, the Natick Town Counsel ruled in 
an opinion requested by the Natick Board of Selectmen, that 
the Tree Warden had been correct in the hearing procedures 
provided for in Chapter 87 M.G.L. 


Approximately 70 dead or suspect public shade trees 
within the limits of public utility lines were topped by 
private contractors jointly by Boston Edison and New England 
Telephone Co. 


With my cooperation the Natick Planning Board has filed 
an article for the A.T.M. 1975 to provide for an expanded tree 
planting program on a certain arterial highway in Natick, along 
with other general highway improvements. 


This article would allow the use of a portion of already 
available funds received under Chapter 1140, Acts of 1973, for 
an expanded planting program particularly with principal high- 
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ways, as a beginning step in offsetting the major tree 
losses on these highways. 


The addition of new equipment and the replacement of 
some outdated vehicles has been included in my budget re- 
quests. 


The ability of the Forestry Department to provide the 
services required for the public safety and the overall aesth- 
etic benefits will be in direct proportion to the Town's will- 
ingness to provide modern materials and equipment. 


A cooperative arrangement has been instituted at the 
Natick Solid Waste Disposal facility for the storage of fire- 
wood and woodchips, which are available to the Townspeople. 


Preliminary regional meetings with area Tree Wardens have 
been held to discuss the feasability of establishing a region- 
al mutual aid system and regional training program. Initial 
inventories of available equipment and training needs have 
been completed and future meetings will suggest areas in which 
such programs can be implemented. 


Inter-departmental issues such as standardization of 
central purchasing, central garaging and equipment maintenance 
have been discussed with the involved agencies and will be 
pursued in an attempt to reduce department costs and to increase 
the degree of service. 


My thanks to all Town Boards for their cooperation *in=tne 
past year.

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SOUTH MIDDLESEX OPPORTUNITY COUNCIL 


The South Middlesex Opportunity Council is a Community 
Action Agency funded by the Office of Economic Opportunity 
to serve low-income families and individuals in Framingham, 


Ashland, Bellingham, Holliston, Hopkinton, Marlboro, Natick, 
Southboro and Wayland. 


The responsibility of the Agency is to:

2d 
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Meaningfully involve low-income people in developing 
and carrying out anti-poverty programs. 


Mobilize public and private resources in support 
of anti-poverty programs. 


Coordinate efforts with other Agencies so as to 
avoid duplication and improve delivery of services. 


Serve as an advocate for the poor on matters of 
public policy and programs which affect their status, 
promoting institutional improvements. 


Support neighborhood level and community based 
Organizations. 


During the past year SMOC has continued to expand its 
programs to more effectively serve low-income residents in the 
nine community area. Outlined below are the programs that SMOC 
has developed and presently operates: 


A. 


A Head Start Program which provides 130 pre-school 
age children and their families with an educational 
experience, medical assistance and supportive social 
services. Seventeen Natick children are presently 
enrolled in the Program. 


A Day Care Program operating at two centers, one 

in Framingham, the other in Marlboro, for a total 
61 low-income children five days per week, 52 weeks 
per year. Natick children may enrotl in this Pro- 
gram. 


A Prison Resocialization Program providing job train- 
ing, accredited education through Framingham State 
College, and resocialization opportunities for 30 in- 
mates of Massachusetts Correctional Institution, Nor- 
folk. The Program operates 5 days per week at Med- 
field and Foxboro State Hospitals. 
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D. A Neighborhood Youth Corps Program providing em- 
ployment and supportive services to low-income 
teenagers. This past summer 33 Natick youth were 
employed through this Program. Currently 3 Natick 
teenagers are participating in the In-School Program, 
and 6 in the Out-of-School Program. 


Ets A Consumer Protection Program operated in conjunct- 
ion with the Attorney General of the Commonwealth, 
providing counseling,.investigation, education and, 
if necessary, court action to insure the rights of 
consumers in the South Middlesex area. During this 
year over 1000 area residents have been assisted and 
refunds and savings to consumers have totaled over 
$3'1,.000% 


Fe A Manpower Program under the Comprehensive Employ- 
ment And Training Act (CETA) which provides job 
counseling, job development and supportive services 
to the unemployed and underemployed area residents. 
Natick residents are eligible for this Program. 


G. An Alcoholic Rehabilitation Program providing counsel- 
ing, access to detoxification and follow-up to indiv- 
iduals and their families. In addition the Program 


provides alcohol education to area school systems. 
The Program also operates the Drinking Driver coun- 
seling program in conjunction with the South Middle- 
sex District Court. The resources of the Rehab 
Center are available to Natick residents. 


H. The Greater Framingham Detoxification Center pro- 
vides a 20 bed alcoholic detoxification program for 
residents of the Greater Framingham, Greater Marlboro 
and Greater Newton area. The facility is open twenty 
four hours a day, seven days per week to provide pick 
up, intake, medical screening, detoxification, clinical 
evaluation, after care, and follow-up of the acutely 
intoxicated person. 


During the next year SMOC will continue to operate these 
programs while continuing its efforts in the areas of housing, 
health, manpower and the support of local low-income groups. 


The Board of Directors of SMOC, which sets policy for the 
Agency, is composed of twenty-seven local residents. The Select- 
men of the Town of Natick presently have Mrs. Erica Ball serving 
as their representative on the Board. Further information on 
SMOC can be gained from this individual or by calling the central 
office located at 36 Concord Street, Framingham, 872-4853.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


In this thirteenth year since its original appointment, 
the Natick Conservation Commission progressed on many fronts. 


WETLANDS PROTECTION 


The Conservation Commission is working on a townwide wet- 
lands survey to provide an inventory of priority areas to be 
preserved in a natural state, open and unfenced, as either wet- 
lands or flood plains. Through the town's retention of these 
lands, health and safety would be served by prevention of flood- 
ing and be recharge of ground water supplies for the town wells. 
The preservation of these vital marginal development lands is 
economically wise, maintains the integrity and character of 
an area and provides diversity. Streams and wetlands reduce 
pollution by filtering and digesting wastes from air and land. 
They accommodate the natural flow of water without costly and 
confining piping, which displaces it faster downstream with- 
out absorption by the land. By maintaining a reasonable devel- 
opment setback from streams and brooks, erosion and bank stab- 
ility are maintained without the necessity of artifichamen-— 
bankments and fencing. 


These freshwater wetlands and swamps are essential to the 
water resources for Natick, acting as natural reservoirs for 
holding and releasing water Slowly to maintain ground water 
supply duringse driers seasons: lf these wetlands are drained, 
Filled and built upon, the available drinking water supply will 
be reduced and drought conditions will be prolonged and intensi- 
fied as the seasonal decline of the water table will begin ear- 
lier, last longer, become more extreme. Low-flow conditions 
in the streams and in the Charles River will be still drier, 

We can realize then, that draining and filling of wetlands up- 
stream will cause more rapid runoff and increase the flooding 
potential downstream. Another sewage interceptor pipe instead 
of a regional sewage treatment plant can also be said to add 

to the depletion of local water resources by transporting waste- 
water out to Boston Harbor, in lieu of recycling it locally. 


Freshwater wetlands as defined in the Wetlands Protection 
Act, Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 131 Section 40, include 
wet meadows, marshes, swamps, bogs, areas where ground water, 
flowing or standing surface water or ice provides a significant 
part of the support for emergent and submergent plant communi- 
ties of wetland areas for at least five months of the year; 
that portion of any bank which touches inland waters, 
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Flood plains are lands subject to periodic flooding. 
They may or may not be wet during part of the year. Uplands 
on the banks of the Charles River are an example. 


Landmark wetlands legislation passed through the state 
legislature in the form of Chapter 818 of 1974 (amending 
Chapter 131 Section 40). The modification requires more 
information and calculations as to possible environmental 
damages if a project is allowed; further, it allows greater 
latitude to both the Conservation Commission and the Commiss- 


ioner of Natural Reosurces to either regulate and/or:prohibit 
further activity.

The Wetlands Regulations published by the State on November 
18, 1974, enacted into law minimum standards of procedures and 
information gathering required of local Conservation Commissions, 
for regulating or prohibiting any activity in the protection 
of wetlands. Violations are subject to fines, compliance, and 
restoration of such real estate to prior condition. The Wet- 
lands Protection Act may be enforced by any officer having 
police powers. 


FEDERAL FLOOD DISASTER PROTECTION ACT 


On July 26, 1974, the town received the boundary map of 
flood hazard areas as designated by the Federal government 
under the Federal Insurance Administration of the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development (HUD). The Flood Disaster 
Protection Act of 1973 is designed to help protect people and 
property from floods. Towns must join the National Flood 
Insurance Program within one year of the receipt of the maps 
so that flood insurance can be made available, and must enact 
land-use regulations directed towards limiting the amount and 
type of development in the flood prone/"flood-hazard" areas. 
Natick has a proper Flood Plain Zoning by-law under which a 
single district, the Sunkaway wetland, is presently protected. 
To fulfill the remaining Federal requirements, this Commission 
is sponsoring a Town Meeting Article to provide a townwide map 
identifying Special Flood Hazard Areas. 
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TOWNWIDE DRAINAGE STUDY 


The Conservation Commission recognizes that the Town 
has no base drainage data. Therefore, while developers up- 
stream continue to build, too often the downstream property 
Owner ends up with water building up on his property. In the 
absence of a .townwide study, all town boards controlling land 
use get results from engineers .1ased on only the immediately- 
planned development - - not when the town is completely built 
up. In 1969, the Metcalf and Eddy Master Plan included the 
development of a townwide drainage study as a priority item. 
Under the co-~sponsorship of the Natick Conservation Commission, 
a Town Meeting Article requests the implementation of such a 
study. 


INCORPORATION OF ENVIRONMENTAL CONCERNS COMMISSION 


The Annual Town Meeting of 1973, voted to dissolve the 
Natick Environmental Concerns Commission on the recommendations 
of both the Natick Conservation Commission and the Environ- 
mental Concerns Commission. By prior agreement between the 
two commissions, the following subcommittee responsibilities 
were established within the Natick Conservation Commission: 
educational, legal, land use and acquisition, and environ- 
mental quality. Members of both groups believe this: incorpor- 
ation of functions adheres to the current state statutes and 
more efficiently furthers the cause of both conservation and 
environmental matters within the town. 


REGIONAL SEWER MORATORIUM 


A state-level meeting concerning the MDC-imposed sewer 
moratorium was held locally at the instigation of the Natick 
Conservation Commission. This meeting, involving concerned 
agencies at both state and local levels, served as a clearing 
house for a more thorough explanation of the state policy. 

It also gave Natick input as to methods and procedures for future 
development. 


NATICK NATURAL RESOURCES INVENTORY 


The long-awaited Natural Resource Inventory developed 
with the assistance of the U.S. Soil Conservation Service has 
been completed and copies are expected shortly. Enclosed in 
this report is a copy of the inventory map and its legend. 


PEGAN COVE PARK 


On November 11, 1974, the Commission members co-signed 
and agreement with the Selectmen and the Recreation Commission 
entering into a long-term lease between the Town and the State 
Division of Natural Resources giving joint jurisdiction over 
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the 2-acre Pegan Cove Park to the Conservation and Recreation 
Commissions. To this end the Natick Conservation Commission - 
is co-sponsoring a Town Meeting Article asking for funds to 
develop the downtown, lake front land for minimal use. 


SCENIC ROADS 


Chapter 40 Section 15c of the Massachusetts State Laws 
gives conservation commissions the right to ask Town Meetings 
to designate specific roads as Scenic Roads. Once declared 
such, no trees or rock walls may be moved or cut down without 
a hearing. One of this year's Town Meeting Articles lists the 
roads the Conservation Commission has requested for inclusion 
under this statute. 


MEMBERSHIP 


These many developments point up the need for appoint- 
ment to the Conservation Commission of those with a demonstra- 
ted interest in serving and having the ability to perform the 
legal duties required by the State Regulations to protect the 
Town. In that regard, the Commission has initiated a system 
of appointing associate commissioners from residents who have 
demonstrated interest, and ability or a willingness to learn. 
lt is hoped that the Selectmen will make their appointments 
from these dedicated persons. 


Francis Fitzgerald was the only Conservation Commissioner 
who resigned during 1974. His replacement is S. Anthony Simeone 
of Elmwood Avenue. On December 20, George H. Wallace, Commiss- 
ion Chairman and the only founding member still serving, was 
not re-appointed by the Selectmen. His replacement is Earle 
D. Bessey of Franconia Avenue. The Commission has reorganized 
with A. Richard Miller as the Chairman, David Barnicle as Vice 
Chairman, and Earle D. Bessey as Secretary. Mr. Wallace will 
continue to serve as an Associate Commissioner. 


The Natick Conservation Commission has been actively re- 
presented on a number of committees and will continue to work 
with all town committees and boards to continue the conservation 
and wise use of our natural resources and to foster environmen- 
tal quality.

SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


The Elementary School Building Committee will present 
three articles to the 1975 Town Meeting. The first will 
request funds to construct, furnish and equip a new elemen- 
tary school to replace the old West School. This new school 
has been designed to include a swimming pool. The Building 
Committee will offer to the Town the option of including or 
excluding: thes pool® Gone thtsm puoge cu. 


The Town, through referendum, rescinded the 1974 Town 
Meeting action to purchase the Congretational Church land for 
a second school in the Murphy-Bacon area. The Building 
Committee interpreted the results of the referendum as an 
indication of the Town's reluctance to spend $361,000. for 
this land; therefore, the Committee will present a second 
article requesting that the Town, instead, take the same 
site (Congregational Church land off Bacon Street) by Emin- 
ent Domain. 


As the Committee was mandated to replace the obsolete 
elementary schools, it will present a third article seeking 
funds to complete plans, construct, furnish and equip a 
second school to be located in the Murphy-Bacon district. 
Only by authorizing construction, at this time, can the 
Town make possible the receipt of 65% State Aid for this 
school. 


To review briefly the history. of. this. programs, sajtaim. 
necessary to recall that the 1972 Town Meeting established a 
School Needs Committee to study the replacement of the West, 
Bacon, Murphy and Felchville Schools. This Committee con- 
cluded, after lengthy studies and numerous meetings with Na- 
tick and State: School Off teials) sthate ale: OUrmOtesem eee 
structures had indeed reached obsolescence. Actually, 

a prior school needs committee, working from 1967 through 
1971, had also reported in December, 1971 that these same 
structures should be replaced as soon as possible. The 1972 
School Needs Committee noted that the Town Meeting had re- 
cently purchased land adjoining the small West School, there- 
by making this site adequate for state funding. The Commit- 
tee also proposed that another adequate site be acquired on 
which to build the second elementary school, which would 
consolidate the Murphy,Bacon and Felchville Schools. 


They then recommended that the Town take action to con- 
struct these two new schools in 1973 for the following rea- 
sons: 


- State Building Assistance Bureau recommends replace- 
ment as present structures are obsolete; | 


- new construction in West Natick will soon create pres- 
sure for more classrooms; 
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- two long-term construction loans, maturing in !973 and 
1974, will reduce school debt service by approximately 
$1505000 © pertyears 


- St. Patrick's School will close in June, 1974; 


- finally, and most important, Natick by reason of its 
Focation is classed as a statistically "depressed ar- 
ea eligible for 65% State Aid on both pricipal and 
interest payments for school construction. 


The School Needs Committee, therefore, requested that a 
building committee be formed to construct the two elementary 
schools that are described; this was done under Article 
24 of 1973 A.T.M. and $55,000. was appropriated to cover 
preliminary architectural design work.

study was made of all available lands in the Murphy-Bacon 
area and six apparently possible sites were located by the 
Committee. Two of these were too small to qualify the pro- 
ject for financial assistance under State gui 
more were found to have extensive standing water and other 
site features extremely expensive to build upon, as well as 
very doubtful in terms of environmental protection laws and 
statutes. The two remaining sites. were excellent in terms 
of size and feasibility of economical construction. Howev- 
er, one of these two was located in the extreme corner of 
the district and in large part composed of commercially zoned

land along Route 9. This site would have initially cost more 
than the centrally located site and would have continually 
burdened the Town with extensive busing costs. Accordingly, 


the Building Committee chose the site composed principally 
of the Congregational. Church land off Bacon Street and nego- 
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tiated with the Church for the property. 


After many meetings with the architect, teachers, ad- 
ministrators, State and other officials, the Building Com- 
mittee obtained plans for two virtually identical schools, 
which would be economical to construct, would answer the 
present educational needs and would provide for the future. 


At the 1974 Town Meeting, the Elementary School Buil- 
ding Committee presented two articles, one for the purchase 
of the Bacon Street site and the second for additional plan- 
ning monies to bring these two similar schools to bid. At 
this time the Building Committee emphasized the following 
factors as favoring construction of the two-school project 
at one time: 


- Construction industry conditions favor the buyer and 
the Town will recieve good value for its money; 


- Cost escalation will continue at approximately 10 
to 15% per year for the foreseeable future and there- 
fore, the Town will have to pay more at any other time; 


- There will be significant savings if the two schools 
can be built together; 


- Professional fees and expenses will be less if the 
projects are planned and constructed at the same time; 


- The State aid rate of 65% will be modified by a new 
bill in the Legislature - probable effect will be to 
reduce Natick's aid ratio by 15 percentage points or 
to increase the overall cost to the Town by almost 
$2,000,000. 


The 1974 Town Meeting acted favorably on these two ar- 
ticles, appropriating $361,000 for the Murphy-Bacon site, and 
$384,000 for professional fees to bring both schools to 
bid. However, a Town Referendum on August 13, 1974 rescin- 
ded the Town Meeting vote to purchase the site for the Mur- 
phy-Bacon School. Therefore, the Building Committee has not 
been able to do any further planning work on this project. 


Through this fall and winter detailed plans, working 
drawings and specifications have been under preparation and 
the Building Committee will receive bids for the West School 
in April, 1975. As indicated, the Committee will ask the 
Town Meeting to appropriate funds to construct the equip this 
school. In the second and third articles, the Building Com- 
mittee will present the second school for Town Meeting action. 
After a final denial from the State for State Aid on the 
present Murphy site because of its inadequate 3.6 acres, the 
Building Committee has reaffirmed its previous conclusion 
that the Congregational Church lands represent the only feas- 
ible site for a school in this area (this site has been ap- 
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proved by S.B.A.B. for 65% funding, if the Town acts now). 

After considerable discussions about the need for a second 

school and with the unanimous support of the School Commit- 
tee, the Building Committee proposed, again, that the Mur- 

phy-Bacon School be built to enable discontinuances of the 

Murphy, Bacon and Felchville Schools. 


There are still possible economies to be gained as a 
two-school project even if the two are bid in close sequence. 
There is a good possibility that 65% State Aid can be had 
for the second school, thus saving the Town approximately 
$1,000,000. in cost, compared to reimbursement at 50%, 
which will commence for projects approved after Jubyod’, sh975. 
Also, the full operating economy to be gained by consoli- 
dating operations will only be completely realized by con- 
Seructingeboth schools. 


Finally and most important of course, since 1967, num- 
erous Town Meetings have identified and confirmed the need 
to discontinue use of these obsolete schools. During these 
years hundreds of our children have, nevertheless, passed 
through these buildings; this need is real and it is impor- 
tant for the future of the children living in these areas. 
We should act now to equalize educational opportunity through- 
out our elementary system. 


The Elementary School Building Committee respectfully 
requests that it be continued in order to complete this 
project.

REGIONAL VOCATIONAL SCHOOL 
DISTRICT PLANNING COMMITTEE 


The Regional Vocational School District Planning Committee 
was established under Article 3 of Special Town Meeting No. 3 
Of April 2, 1974. Although the Natick members were appointed 
in June, it was necessary to wait for the other three towns 
to appoint their representatives. Wellesley, Needham, and 
Dedham accomplished this by October, and the Organizational 
Meeting for the Regional Committee was held in November, at 
the Center School in Natick. At that meeting, Mr. Ghernot 
Knox and Mr. John Morine, both of the State Department of Edu- 
cation, explained the philosophy behind regionalization, the 
methods for accomplishing it, and some of the possible directions 
that might be taken. 
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Mr. Warren Himmelberger, of Wellesley, was chosen temporary 
Chairman of the Committee. At subsequent meetings, in December 
and January, Mr. Roger Ritch, Executive Director of The Educa- 
tion Cooperative (TEC) expanded on the general subject and 
arranged for the committee to be given a considerable amount 
of material to read. Meetings are being held in each town on 
a rotating basis. During the next few months, we will be visit- 
ing existing Regional Vocational Schools, talking with school 
people in other towns, representatives of the Massachusetts Bay 
Community College in Wellesley, and assessing the needs of our 
four towns. 


We look forward to substantial progress in 1975, especially 
because of the excellent cooperation being received from all 
concerned.

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SOLID WASTE RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


The Solid Waste Recycling Committee was established 
at the March 1974 Town Meeting and was charged with deter- 
mining the feasibility of initiating a recycling program in 
Natick. To this purpose the members of the committee, many 
of whom had served previously on the Solid Waste Recycling 
Study Committee, hold regular meetings throughout this last 
year. 


After a careful study which included a survey of the 
Current literature on recycling, an investigation of active 
recycling programs in other towns, and discussions with govern- 
ment officials and local industrial concerns involved in recyc- 
ling, the committee concluded that it is both possible and 
desirable to establish a recycling program in Natick. The 
committee will, therefore, bring to the March 1975 Town Meet- 
ing a detailed proposal for the initiation of a paper recycling 
program in the town. 


The economic and ecological value of recycling programs 
is becoming increasingly obvious. We can no longer afford to 
throw away so many of the country's resources. The direct and 
indirect costs of such a throw away system are too great, in 
terms of both money and space. The fact that all projections 
regarding the current Natick landfill area suggest that this 
site will become unusable in another five to ten years if the 
present rate of dumping continues, makes the necessity of find- 
ing alternative methods of disposing of solid waste particularly 
acute for the Town. 


Newsprint and magazines constitute about thirty percent 
of the materials currently going into the landfill area. If 
these paper products were recycled instead of being dumped, 
this would lengthen the life of the landfill area, while re- 
ducing disposal costs. 


The specific program for paper recycling to be brought 
before Town Meeting will provide for door-to-door pick up of 
bundled newsprint and magazines. These materials will be 
collected on a regular basis by a private contractor. The Natick 
Department of Public Works will oversee the bidding for the 
contracts to collect this paper, and all collection will be in 
accordance with the policies established by the Commissioners of 
Public Works. 


The Solid Waste Recycling Committee will have the respon- 
sibility of notifying residents about when these paper recycling 
collections will occur. Such notification will be done through 
direct mailings, posters, and reminders sent out quarterly with 
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the town water bills. The costs involved in these proce- 
dures will be covered by monetary guarantees built into the 
contracts. 


The program will be run at no cost to the Town. The 
contracts will be such that the contractor will charge the 
Town a set amount of money for each ton of paper collected, 
but will then pay the Town a somewhat larger amount of money 
for each ton collected. The extent to which the amount paid 
For the paper will exceed the amount charged for collection 
will vary as the paper market varies. There will, however, 
be a minimum built into the contract to insure that the pro- 
gram provides the Town with enough money to cover the costs 
of publicity described above. . | 


The program, then, offers the Town an economical and 
efficient opportunity to respond to the practical problem of 
dealing with increasing amounts of refuse and also provides 
Natick residents with an opportunity to contribute to the 
ecological and environmental well being of the community. 
Since paper prices fluctuate a good deal, and are currently 
quite low, it appears that the program could not produce 
income at this time. It would, however, be a break-even 
operation because of the structure of the contract, and it 
has the potential to become a source of income for the Town 
in the future.

LONG RANGE TOWN-WIDE SEWERAGE 
PLANNING COMMITTEE 


Natick, along with Ashland and Framingham, have been 
prevented from any further MDC sewer tie-ins due to the 
State imposed ''Sewer Moratorium'. Therefore, even though 
there are existing MDC sewer lines in the Town, we are un- 
able to make use of them until the moratorium is lifted. 
The moratorium is in effect because the current sewer system 
is polluting the Charles River at the Wellesley line. This 
is due to seepage of extraneous water into the system through 
cracks, broken joints, poorly sealed manhole covers and 
illegal entries such as connections from sump pumps. The 
entry of extraneous water and matter into the lines causes 
excess flow and filling of the lines, resulting in pollution 
coming from the lines by way of surcharging or overflowing. 
The sewerage seeps into the ground polluting area waterways. 
If all extraneous flow is stopped, information available shows 
that Natick will get credit for approximately 56 new sewer 
permits. 


This sad state of affairs is one of the reasons why Natick 
has been unable to comply with the schedule of this Committee 
for completing sewerage throughout the Town. The Committee 
feels that the schedule should be adhered to when possible, 
and meetings were held in 1974 to discuss how the Town can get 
back on tracke AISO a review of the unit method of sewerage 
cost apportionment was undertaken and the Committee feels that 
this is still the best and fairest method of assessment for all 
concerned. 


It appears that in 1975 this Committee should, along with 
other concerned groups and committees, join in finding ways to 
make sewerage available to existing homes and new development.

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YOUTH & HUMAN RESOURCES COMMITTEE 


Through the continued support of the Natick Youth and 
Human Resources Committee the Town of Natick has reaffirmed 
and strengthened its commitment to helping local young people 
successfully overcome the obstacles of growing up. By respond- 
ing to the changing needs of youth and by assisting local youth 
service agencies to coordinate their extensive efforts, the 
committee has exemplified the Town's willingness to encourage 
effective solutions to youth problems. Since solutions to these 
problems are never amenable to the quick and easy way out, 
the committee has adopted a study and experimental approach 
that has yielded insight into local youth needs and subsequent- 
ly will allow new solutions to emerge. 


After accepting with regret. Miss Deborah Setteducatti's 
recent resignation as consultant, the committee hired Mr. Mark 
Winne, who has a B.A. degree in Sociology and three years of 
youth work and community organizing experience, in December 
to assume the duties of consultant. He will be continuing 
the committee's Job-Bank program while working to develop more 
jobs for youth 12-16 years of age and to improve the work- 
related attitudes, habits, and skills of the young workers. 
Also continuing will be the counseling and referral services 
for young people. This program will be expanded in terms of 
insuring coordination with other youth services and making more 
contacts with youth through outreach workers. The legal-aid 
service for senior citizens begun by this committee will be 
turned over to the Senior Center. 


Based on the experience of the committee and its under- 
Standing of local youth needs, it will be simultaneously moving 
in three major directions: (1) Developing youth alternatives 
by building community partnerships; (2) Expanding counseling 
and referral services with special emphasis on youth and alcohol; 
(3) Improving the coordination between local youth services 
and increasing the communication between these services and 
the community through educational programs. 


The youth alternatives program is designed to provide 
meaningful work activities for young people that will in turn 
offer creative options to self-destructive behavior. By draw- 
ing on the vast resources and talents of community people, 
community partnerships can be forged to provide vibrant exper- 
ience that no person or agency could otherwise provide alone. 
Such experiences also encourage young people to consider occu- 
pational goals as well as providing them with leadership 
training and personal growth experiences. Alternative programs 
in the planning stages are historical restoration projects, 

a community farm, and a car/bicycle repair garage. An integral 
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part of the alternatives program is the Job Bank with its 
concomitant job counseling and job development. Finally, 
a youth advisory board has been formed in order to obtain 
feedback from the youth community and to aid in program 
planning and development. 


Counseling and referral services will be offered as an 
adjunct to existing youth counseling services. Cross referrals 
will be made between YHRC and the local courts, schools, 
and social service agencies. Counseling will be on an individ- 
ual and relatively informal basis with some problem=solving 
groups being offered when appropriate. Part-time outreach 
workers will be working through the alternatives program and 
in other local areas to provide better contact with young 
people in need of counseling. The alternatives program wil] 
serve to augment the counseling services by encouraging client 
participation in it. Special consideration will be given 
to young people and alcohol. In conjunction with the Fram- 
ingham Area Alcohol Rehabilitation Center, YHRC will offer 
Alateen groups and an alcoholism awareness program especially 
aimed at local businesses. 


The final area of YHRC involvement will be assisting in 
the coordination of local youth service programs. Through 
a newsletter and other media YHRC will help to improve inter- 
agency communication adn communication between the community 
and youth services. A special effort will be made to provide 
parent-oriented education and to develop a community awareness 
of youth problems and needs.

PEGAN BROOK FILTER BEDS COMMITTEE 


During the year of 1974, our committee cooperated with 
the Board of Selectmen and the Conservation and Recreation 
Commissions to attain the all-important lease from the Mass- 
achusetts Department of Natural Resources. This agreement 
grants Natick the right to conservation and recreational use 
of the 22-acre Pegan Brook Filter Beds property on Lake Coch- 
ituate near downtown Natick. All parties signed this lease 
on November 11th. For a nominal one-dollar fee, it permits 
Natick to operate the area for 25 years, with an additional 
25-year renewal period. 
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Natick must, however, provide the 
minimal park operation described in 
the federal transfer agreement which 
preceded the Town-State lease. If 
the Town fails to provide such a park 
within the first two years, the lease 
will become void and the Massachusetts 
Department of Natural Resources (DNR) 
will undertake the federally-mandated 
Operation in the Town's stead. The 
DNR has already developed such a park 
plan, and would operate it as a part 
of Cochituate State Park. 


On Saturday, November 23rd our comm- 
ittee cooperated with the Lake Coch- 
ituate Watershed Association and mem- 
ae | ™ bers of the Natick Rotary Club in Pegan 
Committeeman A. R. Miller Cove Park Day, a public clean-up and 
tour of our new site. Many other in- 
dividuals and groups participated, removing much accumulated 
litter and accomplishing additional preliminary work toward 
development of the proposed Pegan Cove Park. These projects 
included replacement of the heavy-duty vehicle bridge over 

Pegan Brook, installation of six simple footbridges at stream 
crossings along the park trails, and clearing of brush from 

the area at and adjacent to the now-broken dam which previously 
backed up Pegan Brook to form a settling pond to clean down- 
town Natick's surface runoff. It is the hope of this committee 
that the dam and pond can be restored during the summer of 1975. 
Congresswoman Margaret Heckler attended Pegan Cove Park Day, 
where she expressed her satisfaction in aiding the transfer 

and promised her further support to obtain military assistance 
for the proposed dam restoration project. 
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While our committee has operated under the Board of 
Selectmen, the new Natick-State lease agreement provides for 
joint operation of the park by the Conservation and Recreation 
Commissions. Our committee offers its individual and collect- 
ive expertise to the new administrators, along with its hopes 
for equal success in the implementation of the Pegan Cove Park 
plans and lease.

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LOW-MODERATE INCOME HOUSING COMMITTEE 


This Committee was established by the 1973 Annual Town 
Meeting and was continued by the 1974 Annual Town Meeting. 
Its goals and purposes have largely been frustrated by three 
events over which it had no control. First and foremost 
was the abandonment by the former Federal Administration of 
a number of programs which would have provided funding for 
satisfying the needs for low and moderate income housing. 
This left the matter entirely in the hands of the Common- 
wealth. Secondly, the ongoing sewer hook-up restrictions to 
the MDC trunk sewer line have made it practically impossible 
for any new construction to be built where such hook-ups 
are necessary. Finally, the composition of this committee 
makes it difficult to hold meetings on any regular and con- 
tinuing basis. The original Article establishing this comm- 
ittee was amended on town meeting floor to require one member 
from each of the eight precincts. This restriction has served 
to impose upon the committee members who are not fully inter- 
ested in the goals and work of the committee as defined in 
Article 23 of the 1973 ATM, since it has been difficult to 
obtain a quorum to hold meetings. 


Apart from the above considerations, the Chairman of this 
Committee has been involved in negotiations with a large land- 
owner in South Natick for over six months this year. Included 
in such negotiations were the provision of a reasonable number 
of low and moderate income housing units, intended primarily 
for the elderly. If this project is ever undertaken, the 
necessary sewering will be provided by on-site systems. This 
would be the only possibility for any sizeable increase in the 
number of available units of housing of this type. These 
negotiations have taken up the time of the Chairman, and will 
continue to do so until the 1975 Annual Town Meeting. 


The Committee is of the opinion that it should be discon- 
tinued in its present form, and reconstituted without the re- 
striction of requiring precinct representation. In this manner, 
those truly interested in the accomplishment of the goals of 
the committee can participate so that attendance can be assured 
and the work of the committee can go forward. On a practical 
basis, other than the large scale on-site type program, housing 
units for low-moderate income families could be provided only 
in small site conversions. This is the area that the present 
committee recommends be explored in more detail pending the 
resolution of the sewering problems in Natick.

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TOWN GOVERNMENT STUDY COMMITTEE 


This committee was established by the Annual Town Meeting 
of 1965 and has been continued by all subsequent Annual Town 
Meetings. 


To the members of this committee, it has been evident for 
several years that in the Town of Natick -- representing a 
thirty-million dollar business -- there is an urgent need for a 
more rigidly structured form and a more efficiently operated 
administrative set-up. 


Since its inception, the committee has made numerous efforts 
to persuade town meetings to adopt -- within the present govern- 
mental structure -- some of the more basic changes which the 
committee felt would help to streamline and strengthen the ad- 
ministration of town affairs. With only a few exceptions, the 
town meetings have seen fit to vote down the various committee 
recommendations. 


The constant increases in demand for town-provided public 
services, combined with high real-estate taxesS and rampant in- 
Fflation, should convince every citizen that the time is now 
past for committees (whether appointed by the town meeting or 
by the Board of Selectmen) to labor and come up with recommend- 
ations for patching the present structure when what is needed 
may be major changes. 


The proper way to effect necessary changes is by a Charter 
Commisssion, elected by the voters. Such a Charter Commission 
through hearings, newspaper and radio publicity, citizen part- 
icipation, discussion and debate, would be in the position to 
determine what changes, if any, would be desirable and effect- 
ive; and could use its influence to explain to the voters the 
necessity for implementing changes it may recommend. 


This committee therefore supports the request of the 
Selectmen's Committee to Study Town Government, which recommends 
the establishment of a Charter Commission. The members of our 
committee hope that this action would result in a town govern- 
ment employing a full-time, professional administrator, with 
definitive managerial responsibility and executive authority. 


The Committee To Study Town Government recommends that 
it be discharged.

The financtal picture of the 1974 celebration is as 
follows:

Expenses $8,289.83 
Receipts 4,759.77 


Net Cost $3,530.06 


This represents an increase of $917.90 over the 1973 cost 
due to the fact that expenses increased $711.77 while receipts 
decreased $206.13, 


It is hoped that in the future some new form of fund 
raising may be instituted since, in view of the rising costs, 
the size of the celebration may have to be curtailed. At the 
present time the only events which make money for the town are 
Rex Trailer and Miss Natick. While it is not the intent of 
the Committee to put on events which are designed to make a 
profit, we feel an obligation to the taxpayers to raise as much 
money as possible to offset the expenses. 


Most people will agree we have a fine parade, however, in 
1974 it cost $4,266.59 to stage it and the only revenue assoc- 
iated with it was $300.00 in concession fees and $100.00 from 
the Kiwanis Pancake Breakfast. The program book which cost 
$1,549.80 to print brought in $2,120. in advertising but 
program sales aside from the Miss Natick Contest produced only 
$400.80. Miss Natick had a profit of $648. after expenses 
of $560.82. 


While the program book proved to be a successful fund 
raiser the future of it is questionable since the two men most 


responsible for its success are no longer serving on the Committee, 


lt is hoped as we enter the Bicentennial Era that greater 
financial support will be forthcoming from those who enjoy the 
Celebration. For those who have some criticism of past events, 
please drop a note to P.0.

it. We can't give you what you want unless we know what you 
want.

4. Surface Water Drainage: Special attention shall 
be given to proper site surface drainage so that removal of 
surface waters will not adversely affect neighboring proper- 
ties or the public storm drainage system.

Surface water in all paved areas shall be collected at intervals 
so that it will not obstruct the flow of vehicular or pedestrian 
traffic, and will not create puddles in the paved areas. 

5. Utility Service: Electric, telephone, cable TV 
and other such lines and equipment shall be underground. The 
proposed method of water supply, sanitary sewage disposal and 
solid waste disposal from all buildings shall be adequate. 

6. Special Features: Exposed storage areas, exposed 
machinery installations, service areas, truck loading areas, 
utility buildings and structures, and similar accessory areas

4. Standing Sign - The term "Standing Sign" shall include 
any and every exterior sign that is not attached to a building. 

5. Size - In applying the maximum height and width limita- 
tions prescribed in this By-Law any intermediary removable 
surface to which a sign is affixed shall be deemed to be part 
of the sign. 


6. Business - Each separate place of business whether or 
not consisting of one or more buildings. 
7. Individual Letter Signs - Any sign made up of self con-

8. Roof Sign - Any sign attached to roof framing of the 
building on which the sign is above the roof level on trusses 
or legs. 

C. REGULATIONS APPLICABLE TO ALL AREAS.

(b.) All internally illuminated or neon signs are pro- 
hibited except individual Letter Signs in which case the illumi- 
mation must be of letter only, with no other part of the sign 
being internally illuminated.

SUMMARY 


The proposed constitutional amendment, if approved, would 
replace the present Article 52 of the Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth and would empower the 
General Court, by concurrent vote of the two houses, to take 
weeeeess or recesses amounting to not more’ than ‘thirty ‘days. 
The present Article 52 permits such recesses but provides 
that "no such recess shall extend beyond the sixtieth day" 
from the beginning of the legislative session.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 


Do you approve of the adoption of an amendment to the 
constitution summarized below, which was approved by the 
General Court in a joint session of the two branches held

headewune 6, 1973, received 166 votes in the affirmative and 
93 in the negative? 


SUMMARY 


The proposed constitutional amendment, if approved, 
would provide for a census in the year 1975 and every tenth 
Yeauecnereafter- of the inhabitants of each city and town as 
a basis for determining the representative, senatorial and coun- 
cillor districts for the tén year period beginning with the 
first Wednesday in the fourth January following the taking 
of the census, provided that the districts as established 
based on the 1971 census shall terminate on the first Wednesday 
in January 1979. The census shall specify the number of 
inhabitants residing in each precinct of a town and each 
Dreranet ard ward “of *a’ city. 


Under the proposed amendment, the House of Representatives 
would consist of 160 members, in contrast to the present 
membership of 240, and the Senate of 40 members. The General 
Couroewould, at’ its first regular session after the year’ in 
which the census is taken, divide the Commonwealth into 160 
representative districts and 40 senatorial districts ‘of

contiguous territory so that each representative and each 
senator will represent an equal number of inhabitants as 

nearly as may be; and such districts shall be formed, as 
nearly as may be, without uniting two counties or parts of 

two or more counties and, with respect to representative 
districts, without uniting, as nearly as may be, two towns 

or parts of two or more towns, two cities or parts of two or 
more cities,,.or..a, city. and, a; town, or pants of cities. -andiiiaeee 
into one district, and without dividing any town containing 
less than 2500 inhabitants. The General Court would be 
permitted to pass laws to limit the time within which judicial 
proceeding may be instituted calling in question any such 
division. The proposed amendment further provides that every 
representative, for one year at least immediately preceding 

his election, shall have been an inhabitant of the district 

for which he is chosen, and every senator shall be an inhabitant 
of this Commonwealth for five years at least preceding his 
election and at the time of his election shall be an inhabitant 
of the district for which he is chosen. Every representative 
and senator shall cease to represent his district when he 

shall cease to be an inhabitant of the Commonwealth. The 
manner of calling and conducting the elections for represent- 
atives and for senators and councillors, and of ascertaining 
their election, shall be prescribed by law. The amendment 
vests original jurisdiction in the Supreme Judicial Court, 

upon petition of any voter of the Commonwealth, filed with the 
clerk of said ,;court,; for, judicial meltiefmne lative, tortie 
establishment of House of Representatives, councillor and 
senatomial districts.

SUMMARY 


The proposed constitutional amendment would repeal section 
2 of Article 46 of the Articles of Amendments to the Constitution 
of the Commonwealth (the "anti-aid amendment", so-called), and 
replace it with a new section 2, for the purpose of allowing 
grants in aid to private higher educational institutions oO. 
to students, or parents or guardians of students, attending such 
institutions. 


The proposed amendment would delete the first clause of 
the presents section 2. which equines) haters, lal moneys raised 
by taxation in the towns and cities for the support of public 
schools, and all moneys appropriated by the Commonwealth for the 
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WARRANT FOR STATE ELECTION (Continued) 


support of common schools shall be applied to or expended in 
only those schools conducted according to law under the order 

and superintendence of the authorities of the town or city in 
which the money is expended. The effect of the deletion of the 
first clause of section 2 would be to remove the constitutional 
prohibition against the use of public moneys, which have 

been raised by taxation or appropriated for support of public 
schools, for grants in aid to private higher educational 
institutions or to students, or parents or guardians of students, 
aiLcendanes such institutions. 


The proposed amendment would also alter the second clause 
of the present section 2 by removing the prohibition against 
a grant, appropriation or use of public money or property or 
loan of public credit by the Commonwealth or any political sub- 
division for the purpose of founding, maintaining or aiding any 
school or institution of learning, whether under public control 
or otherwise, wherein any denominational doctrine is inculcated, 
or any other school or any college which is not publicly owned 
and under the exclusive control, order and superintendence of 
public officers or public agents. In place of the foregoing, 
the proposed amendment would prohibit the grant, appropriation 
or use of public money or property or loan of credit by the 
Commonwealth or any political subdivision for the purpose of 
founding, maintaining or aiding any primary or secondary 
school which is not publicly owned and under the exclusive 
control, order and superintendence of public officers or public 
agents. 


The proposed amendment would also add to the present section 
2 a provision that nothing therein shall be construed to prohibit 
grants in aid to private higher educational institutions or 
to students, or parents or guardians of students, attending such 
institutions.

LAW PROPOSED BY AN INITIATIVE PETITION 


Do you approve of the adoption of an amendment to the 
constitution summarized below, which was approved by the General

SUMMARY 


The proposed constitutional amendment would revise Article 
78 of the Articles of Amendment to the Constitution to permit 
the expenditure of money from the highway fund for mass trans- 
portation lines and other mass transportation purposes in such 
manner as the Legislature may direct. The highway fund includes 
receipts from fees, duties, excises and license taxes relating 
to registration, operation or use of motor vehicles and taxes 
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WARRANT FOR STATE ELECTION (Continued) 


from the sale of motor vehicle fuels. The expenditure of money 
from such fund is presently restricted to highway and bridge con- 
struction, reconstruction, maintenance and repair, enforcement 

of state traffic laws, and administration of the tax statutes 
which provide highway fund receipts. 


QUESTION No. 5 
LAW PROPOSED BY AN INITIATIVE PETITION 


Do you approve of law summarized below which was disapproved 
in the House of Representatives by a vote of 73 in the affirma- 
tive and 150 in the negative and was disapproved in the Senate 
by a vote of 16 in the affirmative and 22 in the negative? 


SUMMARY 


Provisions of the act establish an independent Corrupt Pract- 
ices Commission, with five members to be appointed by the Governor 
to staggered five year terms. The Commission has subpoena powers 
and is to investigate, by means of secret hearings, candidates' 
compliance with all state and federal laws relating to political 
campaign contributions and expenditures and corrupt practices. 

If probable cause is shown, the Commission is required to direct 
the Attorney General to take further action in the proper form 
and is required to make, public a report’ of such actionts In cases 
involving the campaign practices of the Attorney General himself, 
a special attorney is to be appointed. If no probable cause is 
shown, the Commission is to state so publicly. 


Further, the proposed act extends the application of the 
current statute regarding the disclosure of campaign expenditures 
and contributions, to ail candidates for office above the town 
and city level, with the exception of President and Vice Pres- 
ident of the United States. The act requires all such candidates 
to receive and disburse all amounts greater than $25.00 by check, 
and makes it a crime to knowingly receive cash payment from a 
candidate or his committee for a service costing more than $25.00. 
The act also requires candidates to designate a single bank as 
despository of funds and as recordkeeper, with records of receipts 
and expenditures to be open to public scrutiny. 


Provisions of the act extend present campaign spending 
limits to cover all media expenses and require all media firms 
(including: television, radio, newspaper, billboard, magazine, 
advertising public relation, printings opinion polling, computer, 
telephone, telegraph) to report the purchase of media services 
by candidates. Media expenses of candidates for the offices of 
di sitric twat torney,.clerksjoftsscournt.» reed stereos probate and 
insolvency, register of deeds, county commissioner, county treas- 
urer and sheriff are limited to $.07 for each resident of the 
respective electoral district. Other provisions of the act require 
candidates, upon official announcement or filing of nomination 
papers, to report all political receipts and expenditures since 
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the date of the last general election for the office sought, and 
count such expenditures toward spending limits. The act also 
limits candidates to one political committee. 


The act establishes a maximum penalty of one year imprison- 
ment and/or $10,000 fine for individuals engaged in corrupt 
Geteesces, and.a $50,000 fine for¥corporations so involved. co 
addition, the Attorney General is permitted to bring an action 
for the removal of a candidate whose election was materially aided 
Pyecerrupt practices on the part of the candidate or one acting 
in his behalf, where such removal is otherwise authorized by law.

Should the General Court enact legislation during the nine- 
teen hundred and seventy-five session reorganizing state govern- 
ment by creating a Department of Health Systems Regulation which 
shall have the power to administer the medicaid program, control 
and =set rates for nursing homes, hospitals, and other health pro- 
viders under medicaid, license and inspect health facilities, 
and regulate private health insurance policies, medical and hosp- 
ital service plans?
